THE FIGHT FOR HOME RULE 


RENEWING THE STRUGGLE IN 

PARLIAMENT. 

A QUESTION TO BE RAISED REGARD- 
ING THE ASHBOURNE ACT —DE- 
NOUNCING AN IRISH JAIL INSPECTOR. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—In the House of Com- 
mous this afternoon Mr. Smith, the Govern- 
ment leader, intimated that in order to shorten 
the Winter sessiun several measures would be 
abandoned. These would include the Titnes 
bill, the [rish Drainage bill, and the bill for the 
creation of a Minister of Agriculture. He stated 
that the Government proposed to ask the House 
to vote £5,000,000 for the extension of the 
Ashbourne act. [Cheers from the Government 
benches and counter cheers from the Opposi- 
tion.] Mr. Smith, continuing, said that a bill 
providing fer this vote weuld be introduced in 
the House on Monday next. It would consist 
of one clause only, and would be debated daily 
until a decision upon it had been reached. 

Mr. Gladstone gave notice that on Monday, 

when the motion was made, he would, if the 

preposal meant an addition of £5,000,000 to 
the £5,000,000 already spent, move an alterna- 
tive to the effect that the House should proceed 
te deal with the question of arrears and apply 
to Ireland the principle already applied with 
such great advantage 1n the case of the Scotch 

Crofters. [Liberal cheers. | 

When the estimate for prisons came up for 

consideration Mr. Dillon moved a reduction of 


the salary of Dr. Barras a protest against his 
conduct in the Dundalk Jail. 

Mr. Balfour, in Opposing the motion, aeclared 
that he had never heara of Dr. Burr until he 
had been selected by the English Prison Board 
to furnish independent testimony regarding 
Irish prison discipline. [t was through such tes- 
timony, added Mr. Balfour, that the Govern- 
ment had been enabled to expose the foul con- 
spiracy of which the unhappy Dr. Ridley had 
been a victim. [Cries of **On, oh!” and cheers. ] 
Mr. Dillon asserted that Dr. Barr was a well- 
known Orangeman fromthe north of Ireland, 
and a protégé of the Duke of Abercorn. 

Dr. Clark, (Radical,) member for Caithness. 
denied that Dr. Barr possessed the high qualifi- 
cations attributed to him by Mr. Balfour. He 
(Clark) had sat beside Burr as a student at the 
Glasgow University,ancé he knew him as a most 
ordinary aud dull studen. He would vote in 
favor of a reduction beeause he believed Dr. 
Barr to be a disgrace to his profession, 

Mr. Labouchere said that Dr. Barr nad been 
directly responsible for two deaths. (Shouts of 
“Oh! oh!’] He (Labouchére) did not care for 
the sneers of genilemen opposite. He hoped 
that be and they would always disagree. If be 
ever found himself agreeing with them he 
should be utterly ashamed of himself. [Laugh- 
ter and shouts of “Oh! ob?’’] 

Mr. Matthews, Home Secretary, bore testi- 
mony to the high character of Dr. Barr. 

The Parnellites continued the debate for 
some time. Finally the motion to reduce Dr, 
Barr’s salary was negatived by a vote of 116 
to 67. 

It is expected that the tedium of the proceed- 
ings of the Parnell Commission will be relieved 
only when the Jumes produces evidence aiming 
to connect the accused directly with specific 
offenses. Ifthe imes’s eounse) to-morrow con- 
tinues on the general line of exhuming stale 
facts or fictiuns Sir Charies Russell, counsel for 
the Parnellites will make another effort to got 
to court to order the prosecutors to begin the 
inquiry. The Pall Mall Gazette, defying the law 
rela lve to contempt of court, severely criti- 
cises the course of the prosecution, and advises 
the defense not to waste its funds by employing 
the full array of counsel daily, but to leave the 
junior counsel to wateh the case, and to bring 
back Sir Charles Russell and other leaders when 
evidence is produced afiecting the accused. 
Seven theusand pounds of the defense tund 
have already been expended. 

The Irish Bishops have received another Papal 
rescript. It orders them to execute the former 
rescript, which instruets them to derounce the 
plan of campaign and boycotting. It also er- 
ders them to direct the priests to preach against 
agitation and to forbid them to take part in the 
boycotting and plan of campaign movements, 
which they must oppose with all the means in 
their power. The Bishops will probably hold a 
conference before reading the Pope’s rescript to 
their flocks. 

Tne Prince of Wales has gone on board the 
royal yacht Vietoria and Albert, and leaves 
Port Victoria at daybreak for Flushing, where 
he will receive the Dowager Empress Victoria. 
Queen Victoria, Princess Beatrice, Prince and 
Princess Christian, and Count von Hatzfeldt, 
the German Ambassador, will receive the ex- 
Empress on her arrival at Port Vietoria on Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Phelps, the American Minister, in a 
speech before the members of the Glasgow Bar 
to-day, sald that nothing in the administration 
of justicein Great Britain was more .excellent 
than the prompt and effective manner in which 
the iaws were executed. But legal proceedings 
here, he theught, were too expensive} Doubt- 
less the two branches of the legal profession in 
Great Britain were conspicuously successful, 
but the blending of both orders worked well in 
America and Canada, and why should it not 
work equally well in Great Britain ? 

A deputation of Cork leaseholders had private 
interviews to-day with Mr. Balfour and Lord 
Hartington. They complained of their ox- 
clusion from the benefits of the Land act. Both 
Mr. Balfour and Lord Hartington promised to 


consider the matter.

TROUBLE IN THE FRENCH CHAMBER. 
SEVERAL CHALLENGES TO DUELS THE 
RESULT OF A.HEATED LEBATE, 

Paris, Nov. 15.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
tiles to-day M. Basly moved that the duty on im- 
ported cereals and flour be suspended, The 
motion was opposed on behalf of the Governa- 
ment by M. Viette, Minister of Agriculture, who 
declared that if the food supply was threatened 
the fact was due not to the failure of the crops 
but to the operations of a speculating syndicate 
acting especially abroad. In spite of the Gov- 
ernment’s opposition, however, the Chamber, 
by a vote of 284 to 244, decided to discuss the 
motion. 

After the vote on this question had been taken 
M. Keuvier wanted a decision as to how the 
budget debates should proceed, many members 
of the committee having been summoned to 
Nimes to attend the trial of Duputy Numagilly 
for libel. The suit against M. Numagilly was 
brought by M. Andrieux, M. Numagilly having 
publicly declared that there were ‘twenty 
Wilsons” on the Budget Committee and that M. 
Andrieux was acting in conjunction with them. 

M. Floquet insisted that the first duty of Dep- 
uties was due to the Chamber, and that no 
ehaoge in the matter of the budget debates 
ought te be allowed, 

M. Salis retorted thatit was the first duty of 
Deputies to defend their honor. As for himself, 
he weuld go to Nimes, 

M. Cassagnac said that M. Floquet’s language 
Was scandalous. This remark caused great ex- 
citement. 

After order had been restored M. Rouvier 
spoke in defense of M. Floquet. In reply to 
some adverse remarks by M. Cassagnac, M. 
Rouvier declared that, although he (Reuvier) 
had served his country for 25 years, he still 
remained poor. (Great applause.] Eventually 
M. Basie withdrew bie motion, and the debate 
op the budget was resumed. 

As a result of the discussion there were sev- 
eral challenges to duels, but all the difiiculties 
were arranged amicably except a quarrel be- 
tween M. Cassagnac and M. Calés, in which 
case M. Cassagnac challenged his opponent.

FROM THE ETERNAL CITY. 


RoME, Nov. 15.—{n the Senate to-day the 
Minister of Justice, Signor Zanardelli, replying 
to hostile criticisms of certain articles of the 
Penal Code, contended that similar articles 
dealing with the clergy were contained in the 
codes of almost all the European States. 
Greater liberty, he said, would be assured te 
the clergy in the discharge of their religious 
duties. The provisions for the punishment of 
priests refusing their services had been abol- 
ished. But continued conspiracy against the 


unity and integrity of the country couid not be 
tolerated. The clauses on this subject must be 
retained. To modify them as if with an inten- 
tion to abandon them, after the agitation which 
the clergy had promoted, would be inconsistent 
with the Government’s position, which was 
supported by a large majority of each house of 
Parliament, 

Premier Crispi, in a speeck defending the 
Public Safety bill, raised the ire of the Conserv- 
atives by declaring that public almshouses 
would, if necessary, be supported by funds of 
religious associations whose revenues were 
habitually devoted to non-religious celebrations. 
A majority of the members approved the 
Premier’s suggestion.

KING CHRISTIAN’S JUBILEE. 
COPENHAGEN, Noy. 15.—Bells were rung 
and salvos of artillery were fired to-day in honor 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of King Chris- 
tian’s aceession to the throne ‘This morning 
his Majesty received the diplomats and special 
envoys, who tendered him congratulations in 
behalf of their respective Governments, and 
afterward attended a special Te Deum in St. 


Mary’s Church. A banquet was given this even- 
ing in honor of the King’s jubilee. In the after- 
noon a parade took place, in which 25,000 per- 
sons participated. The King and Queen wit- 
nessed the precession from the baleony of the 
palace. After the banquet, which was given by 
the Crown Prince, the royal couple drove 
through the city and viewed the illuminations.

MaprIpD, Nov. 15.—Sefior Pi y Margall, 
the leader of the Federal Republivan group, 
has sent a Circular to the varieus committees of 
hia party, informing them of the failure of his 
efforts to bring about a coalition between the 
Federal and Progressive Republicans. He says 
that Senor Zorilla, the Jeader of the Progressive 
Republicans, opposed the idea of a written 
basis of action, which should be made public, 
but expressed willingness to enter into a secret 
arrangement. This proposal Sefor Margall re- 
fused to accept. The Government has submit- 
ted Senor Margall’s circular to counsel with a 
view to the prosecution of the author.

HUSBAND AND WIFE RETURN TO THE 
CITY BUT ARE FORCED TO LEAVE. 

JACKSONVILLE, Nov. 15.—President Neal 
Mitehell’s official bulletin for the 24 hours end- 
ing at 6 P. M. this evening is as follows: New 
eases, 16; deaths, 4; namely, Joseph Goodrich 
and W. A. Miller, South Jacksonville; Emma 
Vance, Brooklyn, and Mary Berry, 136 West 
Ocean-strect. Total number of cases to date, 
4,568; total number of deaths to date, 396. 
The white cases to-day are Willie Kernan, Mrs. 
N. L. Ward, Miss Ida Bears, Mrs. E. W. Coats, 
Dr. H. Sahl, F. Londers, and Charles Brooke. 

The Ozama, Clyde Line ship, which arrived at 
Mayport yesterday, took among her passengers 
W.H. Hazen and wife and two children. Govern- 
ment and city regulatiens forbid entering into 
the city of people outside the infected district. 
Hazen is a well-known saloon keeper of this 
city and has been absent two months or more. 
This morning he took the train at Mayport for 
Jacksonville and arrived here at 10 o’clcck. His 
wife came with him, the children being ieft on 
board the steamer. People here tear a return 


of the refugees, for their coming  fur- 
nishes fresh food for the fever. There was 
much excitement, therefore, when it was 


learned that Hazen was here. He was seen at 
his barroom about noen, and suid: * You know 
my wife and myself remsuined hers several 
weeks after the epidemic was declared, and 
both my wife and myself contracted the dis- 
ease, although we were never reperted by Dr. 
Leonard, who atiended us, We were afraid of 
being sent to the Sand Hills, which at that time 
was a8 & much-detested place, and we conse- 
quently begged the doctor to keep our cases 
quiet. But there are numbers of people in town 
who ean corroborate our story. We left the 
city after we recovered on one of the special 
refugee trains to Hendersonville and finally sot 
to New-York after numberless delays, frem 
which point wé came here on the Clyde boat.” 

* Did you know that nopofly was permitted in 
Jacksonville without a pass from Dr. Porter?’ 

“Well, yes, I wrote to Dr. Porter for a pass, 
but I never got one. [had the fever and my 
business interests here demanded my coming, 
and as I knew [ would net furnish food for the 
tever [ came in, and have come right up here to 
report to Dr. Porter, and believe that I will be 
treated justly.” 

Dr. Leonard, who attended Hazen and his 
famuly, has since died. and, the case not being 
on record, it will be difficult for Hazen to prove 
that he has had an attack of yellow fever. He 
is willing to go back to Mayport until the affi- 
davits and evidence oan be prepared. In dis- 
cussing the entrance of the Hazens with Mayor 
Gerow the latter said to-day: ‘*We have in- 
structed Hazen that he must by 3 o’clock to-day 
show indisputable evidence that he and his 
wife have had the fever, and that at 3 o’clock 
to-day he must leave town until hecan get an 
official permit tocome in from Dr. Porter. We 
are not going toallow people in here unless 
they come armed with permits aud will strictly 
ae the law.” Hazen and his wife left as 
ordered.

PRISON LABOR IN MINNESOTA. 

St. Pau, Minn., Nov. 15.—‘‘The present 
appropriation of $25,000 is totally inadequate 
to supply our needs,” said Edwin Dunn of the 
State Board of Prison Inspectors. ‘‘We have 
been strictly economical, howeyer, and can go 
to the State Legislature next Winter “without 
having exhausted our allowance. To putin a 
plant for manufacturing of any kind would in- 


volve an expenditure of about $1,000 to a man, 
and, with at least 200 individuals to provide 
for, it would take $200,000 to start. The aim 
of the Inspectors is, of course, as far as possi- 
ble, to put the convicts at work which will 


interfere in a minimum degree with 
the products of free labor; but our 
efforts have met with munuy checks, and 


we have felt at many times as though the result 
would be a hard one to attain. I have no doubt 
that we will be able to surmount all difficulties 
in the end. We were thinking somewhat 
seriously of manufacturing bolts, but found 
upon investigation that the price ef that article 
is regulated py a trust, with headquarters in 
New-York, and ne individual or firm can pur- 
chase bolts of the corporation without stating 
that they have bought of no outside concern 
since ordering their last.consignment. In 8u 
Paul I know of one firm who use a carload and 
a half a week of this article, but are unable to 
purchase except of the trust.”

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—Lawyer Rufus 
E. Shapley, counsel for Bennet C. Wilson, ap- 
plied to Prothonotary Mann to-day to know 
why the writ of attachment for contempt of 
court had not been issued against Inventor John 
W. Keely. The Prothonotary informed Mr. Shap- 
ley that the writ must be issued by the Clerk 
of the courtin which the rule was granted. Mr. 
Shapley then applied te the Clerk of Common 
Pleas Court No. 3, but the Clerk refused to issue 
the writ without a special order or a formal 
decree from the Judge. Mr. Shapley is now 
drawing up a decree which he will present to 
the court for approyal upon which the attach- 
ment will be issued.

THE CONTROL OF CONGRESS 


BOTH PARTIES SILL CLAIN- 

ING A MAJORITY. 

THE REPUBLICAN CRY OF FRAUD PREMA™“~ 
TURE AND UNFOUNDED—HARRISON 
AND THE PENSION AGENTS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—There are two 

men equally anxious to be Clerk of the House 

of Representatives of the Fifty-first Congress. 

One is John B. Clark, Democrat, Clerk of the 

present House; the otheris Edward McPherson, 

formerly Clerk of the House, and at present 

Secrotary of the Republican Congressional Com- 

inittee. Clerk Clark is required by law to make 

out the list ef members ‘‘whese credentials 
show that they were regularly elected in ac- 
cordance with the laws of their States respect- 
ively, or the laws of the United States.” 

Tne Clerk of the House ascertains the 

Dames and residences of members claiming 

to have been “ regularly elected” by the res- 

entation of credentials. As yet no credentials 

have been received, and nono are yet due, but a 

somewhat premature shout has been raised by 

MePherson against the present Clerk that the 

Democrats contemplate attempting to “ steal 

the organization of the next House of Repre- 

sentatives.” Thatis the result of the New- 

York 7ribune's publication of a list of Repre- 

sentatives alleged te have been elected on Nov. 

6, according to which the Republicans had a 

majority of something like 50. McPherson’s 

estimate calied for a wajerity or 17, 

which the Jrivune criticised as not large 

enough. The fact is that the latest reports make 
the division of the House so doubtful as te render 
it execedingly hazardous to assert that the ma- 
jority is with the Democrats or the Republicans. 
Clerk Clark, who has no other means of in- 
formation than the newspapers, has kept in- 
formed as closely as possibie by that means, and 
is of the opinion that the Democrats have a ma- 
jority. His power over the Fifty-tirst Congress 
to determine its political complexion is clerical. 

He has only to examine the crededtials submit- 

ted by the Governors of States to sce that they 

are correctin form, andifthey are correct to 
enroll the accredited Representatives. 

About the election of Representatives from 
a large proportion of the States there is no dis- 
pute except by a few Republicans who contem- 
plate the building upof astrong majority if a 
fair majority can be secured to begin with. 
There is no pretense that the delegations from 
Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Delaware, 
Georgia, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New-Hampshire, 
New-Jersey, New-York, Ohio, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Verwout, Texas, and Wisconsin have not 
been correctly reported. There is still doubt 
about California, Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, 
Indiana, Maryland, North California, Virginia, 
and West Virginia. From the States classed as 
not in doubt the Democrats have elected 115 
members, and the Republicans have elected 
125. In 10 States there are disputes. The un- 
derstanding of the two sides 1s most rapidly 
shown by tne following:

The promoters of the bill ask that the officer as- 
signed to enforce the law shall have power, in 
case of obstinate disobedience, to go before a 
United States Judge to ask for @ libel against 
the offending vessel or master. The Treasury 
Department requires the otlicer to report the 
offense to the Collector, by whom it is referred 
tothe solicitor for the department, by whom it 
is considered, and may be eventually, but with 
great leas of time, brought into court. Asaist- 
ant Secretary Maynard has taken the matter 
under consideration, and his decision may be 
expected in a fow days.

MEMBERS IN CINCINNATI KICK- 
ING AGAINST THEIR BOSS. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 15.—A lot of dirty linen 
is being publicly aired by Republican managers 
in this city, and some of the State leaders are 
taking part in the exhibition. It is due to a fac- 
tional fight, the better element of the party, rev- 
resented by the Lincoln Club, haying under- 
taken to shake off George B. Cox, an arrogant 
leader, who is backed by the Blaine Club and 
has assumed the privilege of naming the party 
nominees and of dictating the party policy. 
Cox was until reeently a saloon Keeper and 
had his rise in saloon politics. Aitbough hold- 
ing a fat office—that of Oil Inspector—under 
appointment from the Governor, he announced 
himself as the Republican candidate for County 


Clerk, and, while he was about it, named the 
entire county ticket, including Congressmen. 
The party leaders, inciuding the Gevernor, 
etood by him. The kindest thing that can be 
said of their action is that they were afraid to 
do otherwise, but the party at lacge waa not 
prepared to countenance such bold boussism, 
especially from that sort of a man. Tle conse- 
quence was that one Republican out of every 
tive soratched Cox and, he was defeated, while 
all the other Republican candidates were elect- 
ed by large majorities. This has emboidened 
the party leaders who were opposed to Cox: 
They demanded an inveatigation of tke 
use made of the campaigu fund, which 
amousted to $23,000, and charged that it 
was largely used in buying Demecratic 
votes for Cox while the interests of other can- 
Gidates were negiccted. An investigation has 
been bad, but it was with elosed doors. The 
statement is given out tliat the accounts are ail 
right, but itis known that the investigation re- 
vealed nothing as to the large corruption fund 
which was used in buying Democratie vetes 
and the services of Democratic ward work- 
ers in the interest of Cox. The Chairman 
of the County Committee, George k. Topp, said 
to a reporter that the money thus used to help 
Cox came from a special fund ratsed by Gov. 
Foraker for that purpyse aud Geo. Bushnell. 
Gov. Foraker to-day telegraphs a flat denial of 
this, and Chairman Topp is trying tosquirm out, 
but there is proof that he made the statement, In 
the meantime the usual big meeting ratifying 
the result of the eléction has. been abandoned 
and the party is in a hot wrangle.

RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 15.—A sensation was 
caused to-day by the announcement of an as- 
signment by the Bank of Durham, owned and 
controlled by W. T. Blackwell. The assien- 
ment caused a great erash in financial circles of 
Durham, resulting in assignments by five lead- 
ing concerns of the place, and causing a general 
panic. Mr. Blackwell is one of the wealthiest 
men in the State. The bank was supposed to be 


one of the most prosperous in the State, and the 
announcement of assignment comes like a 
thunderbolt frem a clear sky. The liabilities 
are estimated at $400,000, but will probably ex- 
ceed thatsum, The assets are not known, but 
it is thought will about cover the lNabilities. 
Other assignments were announced simul- 
taueeusly as follows: E. J. Parrish, manu- 
facturer of tobacco, $190,000; J. W. Black- 
well, coal dealer, $110,000; W. F. Ellis, dry 
goods merchant, $23,000; Musee & Shaw, 
dry goods, $10,000; Robbins & Stone, ary 
goods, $8,000. None of the assets of the above- 
named tirms are yet ascertained. It is stated 
that Julian 8. Carr was heavily involved in pri- 
vate securities and will lose largely. The tetal 
liabilities of all the concerns which have as- 
signed are estimated at over $1,000,000. The 
assignment of the bank is attributed to its hav- 
ing lent money largely, and having hud heavy 
diseounts at the North which 1t was unable to 
renew.

GEN, CLITZ STiLL MISSING. 

Detroit, Nov. 15.—Detective Tuttle re- 
turned from his second search for the missing 
Gen. Clitz this morning and reported to Gen. 
Pittman, Superintendent of Police. He has 
made every effort possible to find a trace of the 
General, but without success. Nothing whai- 
ever has been heard from him since he sent the 
brief letter to his sister a few weeks ago. In 
regard to this letter Gen. De Russey says: “The 
letter was not signed and contained only a few 
words to the effect that the inclosed sum—the 
usual monthly amount to defray household ex- 
penses— was to be used for that purpose. There 
seems to have been method in what he did. He 
realized that the end of the month was drawing 
near, and he did not wish to inconvenience the 
members of his household.

ENTITLED TO VOTS.

A 
young man on parole from the reformatory ap- 
peared at the First Ward Registry and asked to 
have his name registered. An objection was 
raised by two of the inspectors, while one of 
the United States Supervisors of Election in- 
sisted that the applicant was entitled to vote.

DR. WGLYNN’S CHAMPION 


A SENSATION IN 1HE SUPREME 

COURT. 

VERY PLAIN TALK BY THE REV. DBR. 
BURTSELL—CATHOLIC ECCLESIASTICS 
WONDER AT HIS BOLDNESS. 

Col. George Bliss and the Rev. Dr. Rich- 

ard L. Burtsell, Rector of the Roman Catholie 

Church of the Epiphany, created a great sensa- 

tion yesterday at the Special Term of the Su- 

preme Court, Judge Beach presiding, by raking 
over the ashes of the Dr. McGlynn controversy. 

Mgr. Preston, Vicar-General and Chaucellor of 

the Arch Diocese of New-York; the Key. Fred- 

6rick W. Wayrich of the Redemptorist Pathers, 
and several other priests were in the court 
room, and they listened to the battle between 

Dr. Burtsell and Col. Bliss with an auxiety 

which they could not conceal, for they feared 

that the result was likely to be the suspension 
ot Dr. Burtsell from the performance of his 
priestly duties, and a breach in the church far 
maore serious than that caused by Dr. MeGlynn. 
Dr. Burtsell was a witness for the piaintitf in 
the suit of Philip Maguire against the Trustees 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral to compel them to 
allow his father, Philp Maguire, to be buried in 
the lot which be had boughtin Calvary Ceme- 
tery and in which his wife was buried, Arch- 
bishop Corrigan i3 ope of the Trustees, and 

Eugene Kelly and other prominent Catholics 

are associated with him. John Maguire was an 

gentleman, !ong a parishioner of St. 

Stephen’s Church, and a great admirerof Dr. 

MeGlynn. After Dr. MeGlynn’s deposition he 

continued to go to St. Stephen’s Church, but he 

also attended the Sunday evening meetings of 
the Anti-Poverty Society at the Academy of 

Music. Feb. 19, 1888, he died at one of them. 

There was c¢ -nsiderable trouble about his funer- 

al, and finally the autnorities of Caivary Ceme- 

tery refused to allow him to be buried there on 
the ground that he had ineurred the minor ex- 
communication by listening to the teachings of 

a deposed priest. 

The trial of the suit was begun yesterday 
morning, Jobn H. Post being counsel for the 
Piaintit¥, and Col. George Biiss and T. G. Barry 
being counsel for the defendant. Some minor 














witnesses were put upon the stand, amorg 
them Mr. Cvoote, the undertaker who had 
charge of Mr. Maguire’s funeral. He testified 
that be took to the authorities at Calvary 
Cemetery a letter from Father Colton, tbe 
present Rector of St. Stephen’s Parish. This 


letter’ read as follows: 
This is to say that Mr. John Maguire received the 


sacrament at the missiou in this church, whick 
closed a few weoks ago. 
CHARLES FE. COLTON. 
They would not permit the burial, iwwever, 
although the grave had been ovened, saylug 
that the letter was notexplicit enough. Wliere- 


upon Father Colton added to it, *“*and sould 
have Christian burial.” Siill ubey refused, and 
Myr. Preston was invoked by the friends of Mr. 
Maguire. He refused to interfere, and the body 
was deposited in a receiving vaultin Greenwoud 
Cemetery, where it remalus. 

Considerab!# wravgiing took place betweer 
counsel as to Whether Mr. Maguire could bea 
good Catholic and attend the Anti-Poverty 
meetings. It seems that he had cuniesscd, aud 
that the sacrament Was administered to biim at 
St. Stephen’s Church @ short time before iis 
death by one of the Redemwptorist Fathers who 
held a mission there. Col. Bliss asserted during 
the debate that autborities at home bad ap- 
proved of the refusal to allow John Maguire te 
be interred in consecrated ground. 

Dr. Burtsel! Was put upon the witness stand 
by the plaintiff!’ as an expert in ecclesiastical 
law, of which he is accounted one of the great- 
est masters in this country. He testified that 
such & thing aS winor excommunication is no 
lenger Known, having been abolished by a de- 
eree of Pope Leo XIIL in 1883. He aimiited 
that the commission ef certain heinous deeds, 
specitied by the church, would fully excommn- 
nicate a man without trial; but he did not know 
of anything in the law of the church which pro- 
hibited, by auy proper inference, attendance 
upon the Anti-Poverty meetings. The koman 
Catuolic Chureh, he said, in certain matters did 
not exereise any coutrol whatever over its niem- 
bers. “1 know of no bil, decree, or Dastoral 
letter prohibiting the laity trom attending those 
{Anti-Poverty | meetings,’ ne added. Dr. Burt- 
sell read extracts from approved Latin treatises 
in Roman Carholic ecclesiastical law in regard 
to burials In conseerated gruund. 

Col. Bliss bad been chatiug during the entire 
direct examination of Dr. Burtsell vy Mr. Post, 
and could hardly contain Rimseif for anger As 
soon as Mr. Post Was through he fairly jumped 
at Dr. Burtsell. At tue very first questivun he 
started the conflict aud he kept it up uli the end. 

“What are your relations to Dr. McGlynn?’ 
he inquired. 

**T am his legal adviser,” was the reply. 

Dr. Burtseli’s relations with Arebbisuop Cor- 
rigan have been “strained” for a long time on 
account of his sympathy with Dr. McGiynun, and 
rumors of his suspension have been frequently 
circulated. But this bold avowal of the bond of 
union between him and Dr. MeGlyno surprised 
everybody. Myr. Preston and tuther Wayrich 
exchanged significant giances, aud John Feeny, 
Dr. Carey, and the rest of the supporters of Dr. 
McGlynn, who filled the court room, ¢vuld 
hardly keep from appiauding, they were so 
pleased. The cross-examination went on. Dr. 
Burtsell is white-haired like Col. Elisa. Both 
have hot tempers, and they glared at each other 
as they grappled in the conthet. 

“Did you advise Dr. MeGlyna not to go to 
Rome?” inquired Cod), Bliss. 

*[ did not. Ladvised him to goto Rome. He 
would have gone to Rumeif bis letter tv the 
Propaganda had been delivered by Cardinal 
Gibbons.” 

* «Do you charge Cardinal Gibbons with not 


delivering a letter which you sent by Lim to 
Rome?” 

“It was not delivered at thetime. Dr. Me- 
Glyna did make arrangements to go tv Rome, 


but didn’t go because the Propaganda didu’t 
answer our letter.” 

“Did you write the letter or did Dr. Me-

Dr. Burtsell about the authority of tia Areh- 
bishop over priests, and if ther were not bound 
te obey his orders. Dr. Burtsell stoutiy con- 
tended that they were not, if the Archbishop 


was miisinformed, amd especially 1f the orders 
came from Romein conusequenee of the Areh- 
bishop’s misrepresentations of the faccs. Tins 
intimation that he considered that Archbishop 


Corrigan bad prejudiced Dr. MeGlynn’s case at 
20me@ caused @ great stir. Dr. Burtseil’s coloc 
was high and his front was resolute, and he 
seemed to weigh every word he Was saying, al- 
though he was strung up to the bighest ten: 
8100. 

**So you have remained the adviser, 
and abettor of this excommunicated 
until this time,” said Col. Bliss. 

* Withdraw those two words ‘aider’ and 
‘abettor.’ I am the legal adviser of Dr. Me 
Glynn,” was the reply. 

Mr. Post tried to stop the examination at thia 
pointon the ground tuat it was not relevant. 
This made Col. Bliss furious. He shouted: 
“This manis arebel aguinst the church. He 
is not fit to bea witness about the laws of the 
church. Lintend toshow tuft he is an enemy 
of the church and that nis testimony againsé 
the chureh should not be received. He will 
hear from: this hereafter.”” When Col. Bliss 
grew calm Judge Beacon ruled that the exam- 
ination was in order. 

“You would have Dr. McGlynn go to Rome 
as a priest, but not as an excommunicated 
priest?” continued Col. Bliss. 

““ Yes; the Pope was petitioned to remove the 
excommunication, Which was pronounced ona 
false representation, in order that Dr. McGlyna 
might not go to Rome an excemmunicated 
priest.” 

It was 4 o'clock, and as Col. Bliss said that 
Dr. Burtsell’s cross-examination would last 
three-quarters of an hour more, Judge Beach 
adjourned court until this morning.

GENERAL MASTER WORKMAN 
POWDSRELY’S REPORT, 

HE FAVORS ONE-MAN POWER IN THE 
ORDER AND CALLS ATTENTION TO 
THREE IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—The dele- 
gates and others who are in attendance on the 
twolfth Genera) Assembly of. the Knights of La- 
bor have settlea down to work, and the time 
away from the convention is largely devoted to 
committee work. Two years ago General Mas- 
ter Workman Powéderly announced that he was 
beginning his last term of Office, and at the 

Minneapolis Convention last year he repeated 

the statement. In view of these declarations 

he might be thought to be out of the fight, but 
such is not believed to be the case by many. 

Instead of repeating his former plain re- 

fusals to continue to serve he now simply re- 

fuses to speak, and this fact 18 considered 
an evidence of willingness to accept ounce 
more. The selection of other officers depends 
on Powderly’s decision and the action of the 

General Assembly as to the reduction of the 

forea. Many think that the overthrow of Pow- 


derly and his associates in the General Execu- 
tive Board is essential to the good of the order, 
and some of them assert that an investigation 
pf the inside workings at the general offices will 
reveal an astounding state of affairs. They 
allege that the General Exesutive Board have 
been living at the expense of, and not in the in- 
terest of, the working classes, and promise a big 
sensation before the General Assembly adjourns. 

Two reports were read during the morning 
session, one from General Master Workman 
Powderly and the other from ex-Secretary 
Litechman. Mr. Powaerly’s report took two 
hours ef the time, and Mr. Litchman followed 
for one hour ant 20 minutes. Mr. Powderly, in 
his report, having reviewed the history and the 
vrogress of the order, amoung other things said: 


“ We have been treated to many a discourse dur- 
ing the past year on the subject of one-man power. 
The chief trouble with our Order is because ef the 
jack of one-man power. Our power has been dt- 
vided inthe past, and it has worked injury to ua, 
The willof this order, crystallized into law and 
imprinted upon the pages of our constitution by 
the representatives here assembled, should be car- 
ried out tothe letter, Todo thisthe duty _ is as- 
signed to one man toexecnte these laws. Where 
the many execute the laws themselves they always 
fail; where each man interprets the law for himself 
there is sure to be a babel of sound and confusion. 
Vest in one man the power to execute the laws 
whichthe many favor and pass upon; allow no in. 
terference with that man in the performance of 
his duty and you may expect results. Al- 
low every self-seeker, every uave, every dis- 
turber and fault-finder, to interpret e laws 
and we have Anarchy pure and simple. pander- 
ing to ignorance by some has given rise to the im- 
pression that, the man who railed against one man 
power was a friend to the masses. No greater mis- 
take was ever made. The man who tells the people 
that they can alljact independently of each other on 
every issue that arises, and do it intelligently, is a 
demagogue, No matter how intelligent a people 
may be they must mevt to determine, not what one 
man wants, but what is best for all men. When 
they meet, any cherished theories must give way 
to practical ideas, and when these are enacted iuto 
law and intrusted to the hands of one man for en- 
forcement, every haud should be stretched forth to 
aid that one man to carry out the will of all 
men rather than to have, as I have had, so many 
hands stretched forth to stay the work that your 
predecessors assigned to me. One-man power is an 
absolute necessity in order to insure success, but 
those whe confer that power should first know what 
power to give, and when the end of that man’s term 
of office arrives they should know whether he has 
wielded his power in such a way as best to serve his 
constituents. If he has, accord to him the merit of 
having done so; if not,do not censure him for not 
accomplishing results when the authority to do so 
was uot placed in his hands, and when the power to 
thwart his every move was delegated to others, who 
were supposed to act in unison with him, Men 
have veen placed in office with me with whom I 
would not fora moment associate in a private busi- 
ness enterprise with any hope of oo wge yet 
tor the sake of the good that might llow 
silence, forbearance under such circumstances 
has been observed by me. Fancy the condition 
which the united colonies would have found them- 
selves in hua the first 10 years of the Government 
of the United States been delegated to such men as 
I describe; and the interests of the 3,000,000 of that 
day were no greater than those which were placed 
in the keeping of the General Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor. Your General Master Work- 
man realized full well his own incapacity to deal 
with the great questions which faced him, but it 
was not necessary to retard the pregress of the 
order by placing an equal powerin the hands of 
each member of the General Kxecutive Buard, and 
then expect the General Master Workman to 
achieve the success much desired py all true 
Knights.” 

Mr. Powderly next calls attention to the ques- 
tions of finance, land, and transportation, which 
must be settled by the people, forit is not, he 
said, the interest of the politicians todo s0. He 
further says: 

“lf we do our duty and if the proper steps are 
taken we can conipel the campaign of 1892 to be 
fought out on these lines, and we can so induce the 
people on these issues that they can discern for 
themselves the difference between the real 
friend and thesham when he presents himself 
for the suffrages of the people.” 

Mr. Powderly advocates a more equal division 
of the wealth produced by labor, and denounces 
the “ gambling in money, in-lard, in railways, 
and in the very food which is withheld from the 
mouths of willions at the sound of the stock 
broker's ticker.” 


WALL-STREET TALK. 


There was not much activity in yester- 
day’s stock market, and the trading that did 
take place was far from encouraging. The 
whole tendency of the market was downward, 
and theugh strenuous eftorts were made by 
some belated bull pools to hold quotations up,

H. Sanders, and several other wealthy gentle- 
men of St. Paul organized a corperation to 
erect a large distillery in South St. Paul. The 
building has been nearly completed and the 
machinery is about to be put in position. It is 
just at this point that the incorporators meet 
with a dqilliculty of a very serious character. 
They have made an invesiment of nearly 
$500,000, all of which is MHable to 
be tied up indefinitely by the monster Distillery 
Trust of the East. <A good part of the distillery 
machinery for the St. Paul corporation was 
manufactured in Chicago. The Eastern Dis- 
tillery Trust, in order‘'to crush out the Minue- 
sota corporation has brought a suit in the 
United States Circuit Ceurt against it, setting 
forth in brief that the machinery that is being 
made lor it in Chicago is av infringement upon 
a@ patent owned by the trust, and asking that 
an injunction be issued against the St. Paul 
corporation te preventit from using the new 
machinery. <A hearing will be had in the 
United States Circuit Court .before Judge 
Nelson. 


BRAKEMEN ON STRIKE. 
CuicaGo, Nov. 15.—The strike of the 
brakemen onthe Louisville, New-Albany and 
Chicago Boad 1s seriously interfering, with 
freight traflic, though the passenger trains are 


running as usual. A cominittee of brakemon 
called on Freight Agent Woodward about a 
week age to demand an increase of Wages. Mr. 
Woodward met them courteously, and teld them 
they should recvive as high wages as were being 
paid by otherrailroad eompanies. Heusked them 
to defer action for a while, and he would in the 
meantime tind out what other companies were 
paying their brakemen. The men went away 
apparently satistied, aud it was understood that 
they were not to strike until further conference 
could be had with the Superiutendent. But 
they did not return, ané when they quit work 1t 
was without warning.

TASKER H. MARVIN. 

Announcement was made on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday of the death of Tasker H. 
Marvin, in his day one of the most prominent of 
Wall-street men. Mr. Marvin was sick a month 
with the typhoid fever that finally ended his 
life at his home in Brooklyn yesterday. He was 
comparatively a young man, being only about 
entering his fifticth year. On the Stock, Ex- 
change he became a leader before he was 30 
years old. He had amassed a fortune before 
that time, and was associated with many of the 
great stock market operators, from Daniel 
Drew, Cornelius Vanderbilt, and Nelson Robin- 


son down. He was a hero in Wall-street, too, 
for the masterful adroitness with which he 
could manipulate stock movements. 

A dozen years ago he retired from business 
and mado a loisurely tour of the world. But the 
old love for Wall-street was consuming, and 
when he got baek to New-York he drifted quick- 
ly irite his old stock market fleld. For a time 
his atar of fortune sparkled with no show of 
dimming, but of a sudden aswift and unhappy 
change came, Misfortunes. stumbled over one 
another in his path, and two years agothere had 
to be an officiai notice upon the Stock Exchan ce 
that Tasker Marvin had failed, being unable 
longer to meet his financial obligations. Buthe 
was full of pluck, and he went at work full of 
heart to win back the fortune he had lost. For a 
time itseemed that everything moved in his 
favor. Within a few months there came another 
official announcement upon the Stock Exchange 
concerning him. This timeit was that Tasker 
Marvin had paid every one of his financial ob- 
ligations, dollar for dollar. Cheers rang out 
from the multitude of brokers then as enthusi- 
astio as cheers ever were. But goed fortune 
tarried briefly. Soon there eaine another finan- 
cial soarl, and once more his failure had to ve 
anneunced, Yet he worked on bravely up to 
the very day that his death sickness cama, 

Not financial troubles merely pursued the 
stricken man. Death took his wife. ‘Then a 
daugbter died. A son’s death followed. And 
each affliction wae close upon the heels of that 
preceding. It was only a little while before he 
fell sick that he said to a Wall-street friend: 
“T am completely broken now. Death has no 
further horror for me.”’ 

Mr. Marvin held high secial relatiqns in Brook- 
lyn. He was devoted to chureh work, and he 
was prominent in several clubs. He was for 
several years a lwember of the Brooklyn Board 
of Education. He was fora long period Presi- 
dent of the Young Moen’sa Christian Association 
of Brooklyn, and died Treasurer and Director of 
the Collegiate and Polytechnic Institute of 
Broeklyn, and a Director of the Packer Col- 
legiate Institute.

HOYL’S MENDACITY. 


THE CASE AGAINST M’QUAID AND COWIE 
TO BE DROPPED. 

WorcESTER, Mass., Nov. 15.—The Gov- 
ernment’s,case against Thomas B. McQuaid and 
Dixon R. Cowie has fallen through, and they 
will be discharged on their own recognizance 
at a special session of the Supreme Court to be 
held in this city next Saturday. Tne two men 
bave been in jail in this city since last Spring on 
an indictment charging them with the murder 
of Lilla Hoyle, who mysteriously disappeared 
from her house in Webster on the night of Sept. 
1, 1887, and whose body was found three weeks 
later in the roof of an abandoned corncrib in 
Oxford, McQuaid and Cowie were arrested on 
the strength of a “confession” made by Alice 
Heyle, sister of the murdered girl, which guve 
with great detail the incidents of the fatal 
night. Briefly it was to the _— etfect 
that Lilla was chioroformed by Cowie 
and that when partly reviving from the influ- 
ence of the drug she screamed, and that then 
she was choked to death by the twe men. 

Within a few weeks Alice hag retracted this 
story and told anether entirely different. Last 
week Alice tola a Government oftiver that both 
her stories wore lies and that the original state- 
ment she made before the Coroner's jury, that 
she knew nothing at all about the mattor, was 
true. Her evidence being thus ig A unre- 
Hable, the Attorney-General and the District 
Attorney decided to let the prisonors go free as 
their case was mainly based on Alice's confes- 
sion. The case is thus left as great a mystery 
as ever. Alice Floyle’s mendacity in this mat- 
ter is utterly incomprehensible te the Govern- 
ment officers. McQuaid’s father is a wealthy 
liquor dealer, andit is suspected that his money 
may have had something to do with the giri’s 
conflicting stories, 





TROUBLES OF A BOTTLING COMPANY, 

CuicaGo, Nov. 15.—Judge Shepard has 
granted ap injunction restraining Thomas Hen- 
nessy, Herman Pomy, Patrick Hayes, Cornelius 
Ryan, W. A. Hausburg, A. L. Hoffman, and 
Louis Sass from selling, leasing, or transferring 
any of the property of the Chicago Consolidated 


Bottling Company, upon application made by 
John A. and George Lomax, Arthur Christin, 
and August, Henry, and Louis Mette, who own 
a majority of $600,000 of stock of the company. 
The company was organized in 1887 and dues a 
business of bottling and selling soda, mineral, 
and aerated waters amounting to about 
$500,000 a year. The injunction sult ap- 
pears to be the result of a quarrel 
between the stockholders of the company, 
which w3s8 organized a year ago last March by a 
consolidation of the various interests engaged 
in the bottling business. The stock was fixed 
at $600,000, and the stockholders turned in 
their old bottles and other chattels, the idea 
being that in union there would be strength, but 
the contrary has been the result. The Lomaxes 
put in $31,000 worth of stuff, and for the first 
year had control of tho destinies of the organiza- 
tion, and adividend of 319 per cent. was declared, 
Considerable dissatigfaction had grewnup with 
the management, boWever, partly because many 
of the stockholders could not obtain luerative 
positions with the company, and at the March 
meeting of the directory the minority members 
elected new officers throughout, Thomas Hen- 
nessy succeeding Johu A. Lomax as President. 
The eftect of the change was to intensify the 
quarrel, and it has been finally taken to the 
courts, the supposition being that the directory 
was about to lease or otherwise dispose of the 
company’s property.

FREIGHT RATE WARFARE. 
EFFORTS TO SECURE PEACE AND RESTORE 
THE REGULAR CHARGES. 


It was said on Wall-street yesterday that 
a meeting of representatives of the New-York 
Central, Pennsylvania, and Erie Roads had 
been held at the office of Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
at which a satisfactory agreement had been dc- 
termined upon for the settlement of the freight 
war among the trunk lines. The report was of- 
ficially denied by Mr. Morgan, and also by Mr. 
King, President of the Erie Road. 

Notwithstanding these denials the report is 
wring | believed to be true. The firm of 

rexel, Morgav & Co. is largely interested in 
both the New-York Central and Pennsylvania, 
and favors a speedy settiement. When this 
settlement is made itis understood that an 
iron-elad agreement will be entered into so 
strong that no company will care to brealr it. 
The railroad companies are desirous to return 
to the old system of pooling business, and it is 
said that a strenuous effort will be madeto have 
that clause which prohibits the maintenance of 
railread pools stricken out of the inter-State 
eommerce law. 


_ NORTHWESTERN’S THREAT. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 15.—President Hughitt of 
the Chicago and Northwestern Road was the 
central figure in the Council of General Managers 
of the Western roads to-day, and he very clearly 
and emphatically defined the position of his 
company on the rate question. The meeting 
was held for the purpose of considering the 
notice given last week by the Chicago and 


Northwestern of its intention to reduce the rates 
on packing house products, cattle, and hogs to 
the basis of 5 cents per 100 pounds from 
Omaha to Chicago. Mr, Hugnitt gave his eom- 
petitors to understand that they must stop 
cutting rates or this notice would be put into 
etfect, and they would have to take the conse- 
quences. 

After a full discussion of the matter, how- 
ever, he agreed to suspend action for a period 
of 30 days, or until the next monthly meetin 
of the Western Freight Association, provide 
there should be no further tampering with the 
tariffs by competing lines, The notice was not 
withdrawn, but was left hanging over the heads 
of the other roads as a warning that they must 
live up to their agreement or submit to. ruinous 
competition. In the meantime, the 12-cent 
rate on provisions from Missouri River 

oints will continue in effect by all the 
ines, With no prospect of an advance 
being effected before Jan. 1, when it is under- 
stood that all the contracts at that rate will ex- 
pire and will not be renewed. 

The present rate of 12 cents on packing house 
products as against 25 cents on live hegs has 
called forth a solemn pretest fromthe Chicago 
freight bureau on account of the dis- 
crimination in favor of one. class of 
shippers against «another. This protest 
was considered, and the best that could 
be done was to adopt a resolution providing 
that, after Jan. 1, the rates on packing-house 
prouucts from Missouri River points and points 
south of the line of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Road shall be no less than the rates on live 
hogs from the same points, and that there shall 
be a relative adjustment of rates in the torri- 
tory north of the boundary line mentioned to 
=— as nearly as possible with those 
south, 


MANY VEXED QUESTIONS. 

Str. Louis, Nov. 15.—The joint meeting of 
the Transcontinental Association, freight and 
passenger departments, was held this morning. 
There was little accomplishedin passenger mat- 
ters beyond discussion of propositions for the 
general betterment of that department. In the 
freight department the voluminous tariffs were 


referred to the Executive Committee for com- 
Dilation and correction, after which they will be 
presented to the association proper’ for 
amendment and adoption. W. H. Newman, 
Vice-President and General Traffic Manager of 
the Missouri Pacifico and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, stated that the revision 
and compilution would consume four or five 
days, and in the meantime the Transcontinental 
meeting will bein a state of inactivity, though 
there will be no adjournment until the work has 
been accomplished. 

The joint meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents of the ‘Trunk Lines, Central Tratlie, 
Transcontinental, and Western Associations 
was called to order this afternoon, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to prepare an agreement, 
with the understanding that action must be in- 
dorsed by each association before becoming 
effective. The question of new lines involving 
necessary changes in rates is also to be consid- 
ered by the committee, which is composed of a 
representative from each of the four associa- 
tious named. The principal object is to deviso 
means to prevent treguent demoralization of 
east-bound passenger trafiico from the Pacific 
coast and for more economical management, 
and on the latter proposition it is understood 
that in the future one Pacific coast agent will 
represent all lines instead of each having an 
individual agent. 


‘Seedibieacaaia 
CUTTING PASSENGER RATES. 
Sr. Pau, Minn., Nov. 15.—The passenger 
situation is becoming critical, ‘there is no 
stability tu rates and no strength to agrec- 
ments. ‘The Northwestern Passenger Assoola- 
tion, based upon what was, in the epinion of 
railroad men, the best and clearest agreement 


ever formulated, has gone by the beard. The 
Western States Passenger Association is ina 
state of disintegration and practically defunct. 
Hitherto the tight has been for Chicage business, 
but there are now signs of a flurry in the direc- 
tion of St. Louis, and it is more than probable 
that Chicago will not have the squabbies all to 
herself. 

The special meeting of the Twin City passen- 
ger associations yesterday. called for the pur- 
pose of fixing labor rates, resulted in noth- 
ing but postpenement and precipitated a 
local fight. The meeting was expected 
to result in the establishment of low 
rates to St. Louis,in connection with much 
lower rates beyond, for the benefit of laborers 
going South for the Winter. As the matter was 
laid over one of the roads—the Kansas City, it is 
said—took the ease into its own hands and made 
arate of $11 toa party of 20 Italian laborers 
who were bound for the South via 8t. Louis, a 
cut ef nearly 25 percent. They had been wait- 
ing for several days for the establishment of 
the labor rates referred to.

EOONOMY IN FOOD. 


—_—_——~»—- 
W. O. ATWATER’S INVESTIGA- 
TIONS AND THE MORAL. 

Prof. William O. Atwater of Wesleyan 
University, Middletown, Mass., delivered a 
noteworthy lecture befere the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute last evening. Thesubject announced was 
“The Chemistry and Economy of Food,” but 
that gives only animperfect idea of the real 
range of the lecture or of the practical impor- 
tance of the facts demonstrated and the signifi- 
cance of the deductions therefrom. After ©x- 
plaining the chemical composition of the human 
body and the parts that the various classes of 
food indiyidually nourish, and after considering 
the question of economy in food, Prof. Atwater 
made certain striking statements as to the rela- 
tion between food and wages. 

Acomparison of data scientifically gathered 
shows that Americans are much better fred 


than Europeans, The nutritive vaiue of the 
food of course depends upon the proportion of 
the elements contained that ge to form bone, 
muscie, and tissue, or to be stored up in the 
form of fat for consumption as fuel within the 
body. That quality of the food is denominated 
its potential energy.. The unit of measurement 
in calculating potential energy is termed a 
“calorie.” German experts say that frem 2,500 
to 3,000 calories must be furnished by the foed 
consumed daily ifa man isto be sustained in 
good working condition. As a matter of fact, 
the statistics show that the feod consumed by 
the European laboring classes, even in the high- 
er grades, seldom furnishes more than 2,500 
calories, and usually fails below that figure. 
Even among the wealtbier classes, the number 
seldom rises above 4,000, 

Statistics gathered by Prof. Atwater and by 
the Massachusetts Board of Labor show that 
even among operatives in the mills the food 
consumed furnishes from 3,000 to 3,500, and in 
some classes of labor rises to 5,000 calories. 
The people eat more meat and fatty foods and 
develop more muscle and bodily heat than Ku- 
ropeans. Hence the American workingwan 
can do better werk and earn higher wages. 
Prot. Atwater quoted a contractor and builder 
to the effect that a brick wall could be built 
more cheaply in Columbus, Ohio, than in 
Leipsic, Germany. Thebricks cost more than In 
Leipsic, and the laborer is paid about the same 
in either city, but the American bricklayer does 
s0 much more work in a given time that the dir- 
ference in the price ef bricks is more than off- 
set. Consular reports were referred to in proof 
of the fact that American goods that are 
largely the product of labor undersell English 
geods of similar character in Eastern markets, 
while American goods in which the raw ma- 
terial is the principal element of cost cannot 
compete with foreign products abroad. 

Prof. Atwater would have nothing to say 
abont tariff principles. He was arguing only 
for the necessity of sufficient food of good 
quality. He believed that there could hardly be 
a worthier object for endowment than an insti- 
tution for the pursuit of scientific investigation 
in this matter and for the instruction of the 
people in tha,economy of food. Men of limited 
means often buy high-priced meats at the same 
market where a wealthicr neighbor buys 
cheaper cuts and gets as much or even more 
nutriment. Without good food neither the body 
nor the mind can work well.

A SINGULAR SUI1CIDE£. 

Hoiyoke, Mass.,, Nov. 15.—Edwin T. 
Side, an Englishman, committed suicide this 
morning in a peculiarly cold-blooded fashion. 
He was 54 years old, and yet deliberately ended 
his life on account of unrequited love. He had 
triveled for years with an English circus as an 
aeronaut, and reached this country on Friday 
last, turning up at Holyoke on Tuesday. He at 
once went to the hous of Henry Mould to visit 
a Mrs. Allen, whose husband Is absent in Idaho, 
and who not long ago came from England, 
where she had worked for Side as housekeeper. 
She left him about a year ago, and, coming to 
this country, married about eight months ago 
her present husband, J. Allen. About 10 days 
agoa child was born to her, and to judge by 
the contents of a letter left by the suicide, he 
claimed to bo the father of the child, Tho cir- 
cumstances attending the suicide areas follows: 

Last Tuesday Side called on Mrs, Allen and 
urged her to leave her husband and go with him 
to New-York. ‘Chis she refused to do, aud upon 
her urgent entreaty he left the house. This 
morning ho returned, and, entering her bed- 
chamber, found her lying in bed with her baby. 
He kissed the baby and urged Mrs. Allen to 
kiss him. Sherefused point biank, and then, 
seating himself on a rocking chair, he told her, 
since she would not fly with him, he would leavo 
her for “that country frem which no traveler 
returns,’”’ and immediately whipping a revolver 
of the bulldog pattern from his pocket, placed 
it to his temple and blew his brains out. His 
death was instantaneous. ‘The suicide leaves a 
grown-up family in England.

Mayor to bis home on the west side. First 
traveled a platoon of police, striking terror to 
the few small boys who shivered along the 
route. Then followed an omnibus, in which 
was a band clad in red uniforms, losing a 
golden oppertunity by not playing ‘The 
Rogue’s March.” An open oarriage, drawn by 
six white horses, which were led by a wan, 
bore the hero of the occasion, riding like a 
“bearded lady” or a snake charmer. A string 
of 40 carriages, in which were politicians and 
silly citizens, wound up the exhibition. The 
Chicago Memory is a short one.

MAJOR LOGAN INDIGNANT. 

Ex Paso, Texas, Nov. 15.—Major T. H. 
Logan of the Fifth Infantry, commanding at 
Fort Hancock, 40 miles east of kl Paso, who 
with three United States soldiers was arrested 
while on a hunt across the Rio Grande in 
Mexico last Sunday, arrived here to-day. The 
party was arrested Sunday afternoon and held 
until Tuesday morning. Major Logan says his 


captors were five in number and did their work 
in regular ‘“‘hold up” style, drawing Winches- 
ters and disarming them. The capturing force 
belonged to the Gendarmes Guards of the 
and they seem to be in bad 
repute with the Mexicans and  eustoms 
ofhciuls who expressed great indignation at the 
arrest. The President of Guadaloupe, where 
the Major and party were taken, prevented 
their captors from locking them up as they first 
proposed to do. Major Logan says the gen- 
darmes seemed bent on spoils, and even went 
so far as to discuss how much each would get 
trem the sale of the Major’s outfit.

HE MILLERS’ SHU1-DOWN. 


WHAT THE MOVEMENT IS SUPPOSED TO 
MEAN. 

MINNEAPOLIS,. Nov. 15.—Eastern wheat 
markets are considerably agitatedjustnow over 
the prospect of a general elosing down of the 
flour mills in this city. Bulls and bears alike 
are deeply interested in the action ot the local 
millers, as the effect on whéat values of a 
cessation of flour manufacture here was ex- 
pected to be depressing. It remains, however, 
for the explanation of some of the millers to 
turn the act into the strongest kind of a bull ar- 
gument by showing that the cause of shutting 
down is not a dull. and overstocked flour 


market, but a failure of the wheat supply. 
At present there are five of the mills idle, 
with a total capacity of 7,000 barrels ef flour 
dally, or 20 per cent. of the milling capacity of 
the city. Thestopping of the wheels is not 
unexpected, but has been long premeditated. 
The Autumn always has been the most active 
season, provided the water supply was ample, 
and it is but natural that all the flour should 
be rushed forward to the East at atime of low 
freight rates, the latter invartably peing ad- 
vanced at the close of navigation. 

It was understood, too, that the milis of the 
Northwest could not be kept at the maximum 
produetion of the past few months on the pres- 
ent short crop of wheat, nor has it ever bean 
expected that the world would buy all the flour 
that could be turned out by constant grinding. 
Local mills will remain idle some of the time 
before the next crop of wheat is harvested, as 
will also mills at other points. At St. Louis the 
millers have agreed torun only half the time 
till Jan. 1. Buffalo mills are booked to 
close three weeks in December, while 
Milwaukee wills and those included in 
the Northwesten Association are understouvd to 
be favorable to a season of idleness. It is said 
that Mr. Freeman of the La Crosse Roller Miils 
has been traveling over the State of Wiscansin 
endeavoring to get millers, both country and 
olty, tosbut down for a time. At yesterday's 
meeting of the local millers this question was 
breught up, but owing to the positive and em- 
phatic opposition of some of the millers no 
agreement could be reached. During the next 
four weeks, however, it is more than likely that 
several more of the mills will sbut down to 
await a more profitable relative position of the 
wheat and flour markets.

THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 
See 
ANNUAL ADDRESS OF ACTING 
° DRAPER, 
ToreEKA, Kan., Nov. 15.—The third day 
of the meeting of the National Grange was 
marked by a large attendance. After the ron- 
tine of the opening session, Acting Master 
James Draper delivered the annual address. 
He spoke of the flourishing condition of the 
order, and said that during the past year 193 
substantial granges had been organized, the 
greatest increase being in North Carolina. Past 
experience showed that the organization needed 


a more perfect system in the supervision of its 
legislative interests, and he recommended 
that some persons with authority to 
act for the .Grange be stationed in 
Washington during sessions of Congress. 
After criticising the action of the United States 
Senate in rejecting the bill to enlarge the pow- 
ers and duties of the Department of Agriculture 
he turned his attention to trusts, which he de- 
nounced as injurious to the producer and con- 
sumer alike to an extent unparalleled in tho 
world’s history. He said the Grange, as the 
only national organization of agricultural in- 
terests, ‘‘ must take the first aggressive step in 
defending that industry which underlies ail 
other industries and affects so seriously the 
national prosperity.” 

He spoke of the alarming increase In food 
adulteration, which, he said, hus assumed a 
proportion so gigantic that it threatens the 
healthfulness of neariy every article of diet. 
On the tariff question he said: “ The declara- 
tion of purposes of our order demands protec- 
tion for the weak, restraint upon the strong. 
Equitable tariil legislation is an issue second to 
none lu this direction, and to accomplish any- 
thing we must use our undivided influence and 
organized power in demanding a reduction of 
the highly-protected industries to correspond 
with the protection agriculture is now receiv- 
ing, or else an increase of protection toe agri- 
culture that shall be equitable and just to all 
concerned.’’? Mr. Draper also spoke of the State 
universities established by the Government fer 
the benefit of sons of farmers and artisans, and 
of other matters pertaining to the wrk of the 
Grange.

Sik: We, the undersigned, are settlers on the 
Crow Creek and Winnebago Indian Reservation, 
Who have settied thereon since Feb, 27, 1885, the 
date of President Arthur’s proclamation opening 
the land for settioment. We have built houses, have 
lived in peace with tho Indians, and aretrying to 
obtain a livelihood by cultivating the land. Owing 
tothe present title of the land we reside upon we 
cannot have schools and other advantages which 
we highly prize. Wo pray the President of the 
United States or Congress inthe cowing session to 
open these lands fer settlement to equal settiers, 
that our needs may be supplied by seeuring titles 
to our homes and schools for our children, as we are 
upon lands wholly unoccupied and not in any way 
used by the Indians. 


There is strong hope expressed that something 


may be done for these unfortunate people at 
once.

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 15.—The National Board 
of Trade resumed its séssions this morning. On 
behalt of the Chicago Board of Trade a pream- 
ble and resolutions were presented, setting 
forth the fact of the prevalence of the use of 
adulterants in the manufacture of lard and 
recommendiag that Congress be memorialized 
to puss a law making it obligatory upon all 
wianufacturers of apd dealers in adulterated 
lard to stamp all such packages ‘‘ Compound 
Lard” in order that buyers, both at home and 
abroad, may know precisely what they are get- 
ting. It was adopted. The Chicago Board of 
Trade also presented a memorizl to Congress, 
praying that the issuance of monthly crop 
reports by the Department of Agricult- 
ure be discontinued on the ground that 
they wero inatcurate, and that the only 
result was to unsettle the markets of the world 
trom month to month. This ted toalong dis- 
cussion. Finally on behalf of the Milwaukee 
Board of Trade a substitute was presented in 
Yavor ef memorializing Congress to so increase 
the appropriation for this purpose as_ to enable 
the Department of Agriculture te gather accu- 
rate data. This was adopted. On bebalf of the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce & memorial 
was presented asking Congress to pass laws 
making the cental system the standard for the 
mexsurement of grains instead of the bushel, 
and providing vor the sale of liquide by weight 
instead of by measure. This also was adopted. 


AFTER RABBITS AND QUAIL. 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 15.—The opening of 
the season for shooting rabbits and quails in 
New-Jersey attracted many non-residents yes- 
terday. Thetrains leaving Trenton both morn- 
ing and afternoon wore partially filled with 
gunuers und dogs. The non-residents, chiefly 
from Vennsylvania, are mostly members of the 
West Jersey Game Protective Society, which in- 
cludes all the lower counties, and they are pro- 
tected by permits froin the society. In many of 
the best game districts in Gloucester, Salem, 
Cumberland, and Cape May Counties notices 
have been posted this week warning gunners 
to ‘* keep off under penaity of the jaw.” This is 
the case in a number of places which hereto- 
fore have been privileccd hunting grounds for 
residents and non-residents, and the reasou as- 
signed by the owners of such property is that 
many of the non-resident guuners are so de- 
struetive to property, tearing down fences, 
overturning fodder stacks, and shooting chick- 
ens or other poultry. ‘the reports from the 
counties named state that rabbits are pienti- 
ful everywhere and that the season for quail 
prowises to be a good one.

FIVE RAILROAD EMPLOYES 
TRAMPS KILLED. 

WHEELING, West Va, Nov. 15.—Limited 
express train No. 5, coming west on the Balti 
more and Ohio Road at 8:30 last night, ran inta 
an open switcn at Valley Falls, 93 miles east of 
Wheeling, and collided with the engine of an 
east-bound froight which lay on the siding. 
Both engines left the track. The mail and bag< 
Gage cars telescoped, but the other cars were 
protected by vestibule connections and suffered 
no damage. Ed Dwyer, engineer, and ,John 
Shay, fireman of the passenger train, both 
residents of Wheeling, were instantly killed. 
Postal Clerk Hall of Woodstield, Ohio, 
William Clinton, engineer of the freight 
train, and a brakeman named Conley were also 
killed. Two unknown men, tramps, who were 
stealing a ride on tho freight train, were found 
dead in the wreck. The tireman of the freight 
train, named Baker, had left the engine and 
gone into afield. A flying beam hurt his legs 
badly, but he is not dangerously injured. Clerk 
Scott of the pestal car escaped through the win- 
dow with no worse injury than cuts about 
the face and head. 

The passenger train was late, and was coming 
down grade at aspeed of 35 miles an hour when 
the accident occurred. The freight received 
orders to side track, and Conley, the brakeman, 
Opened the switch but forgot to close it after 
the freight ran onthe siding. He locked the 
Switch open and climbed on the freight engino, 
where he lost his life. The nearest telegraph 
Station was at Grafton, eight miles east, and the 
surviving trainman had to walk tnere. The 
train was not able to proceed until after 2 A. M. 
The bodies of the killed were brought here.

SION REACHED ‘YET. 
Members of the racing associations had a 
Jong and herd day of it yesterday. The Turf 
Congress Committee—Col. M. L, Clark of Louis- 
Ville, Gen. J. F. Robinson of Lexington, and J. 
BE. Brewator of Chicago—went tothe Coney Isl- 
and Jockey Club’s rooms at 1 o’clock yesterday, 
and for nearly four hours talked with John 
Hunter of the American Jockey Club, Philip J 
Dwyor of the Brookiyn Jockey Club, James Gal- 
way of the Monmouth Park Association, and J. 
G. K. Lawrence of the Coney Island Jockey Cluy 
about the neosssity the clubs East and West 
working in unison. Just what they talked about 
the ontside world muat remein in ignorance 
for the presents At noon to-day they will re- 
sume their conference and at its conclusion 
racing men may be permitted to get some idea 
of what thess racing magnates found to occupy 
their time. The only information vouchsafed to 
‘the public, for whose pleasure and dollars they 
are caterers, is that the conversation was 
wholly informal, and that no decision on any 
point of public interest was reached. This 
negative information means that the Eastern 
clubs have not yet been convinced that it would 
be fortheir benefit to join the congress or to 
work with it They way be so0 convinced 
this afternoon. That the Eastern clubs will be- 
come members of the congress is not believed 
from the tone ot the Eastern representatives. 
That they ay conclude to work in unison on 
certain matters is generally believed. 

he chances are that there will be a new and 
uniform scale of weights adopted, and that 
something will be done about enforcing the 
eo gee of forfeits incurred in stake races. 
Yow, in the West, forfeit orders that are gen- 
erally good for nothing are given. In tho East 
the man who hasn’t paid his foffeits goes ona 
forfeit list, and the jookey clubs collect his for- 
feltif they can. There is no clearing house, as 
there should be, where all these liabilities can 
be wiped out and the winner of a stake getin 
cash what he bas won. This matter is a puzzle 
to jockey club magnates, and if they evolve 
some plan at this congress and cenference 
every horse owner will be happy.

A GOOD DEAL OF-A FAROE. 

The Board of School Trustees of the

EXPORT DUTY ON PINE LOGS. 


TO STOP THEIR IMPORTATION FROM 
CANADA, 

DETROIT, Nov. 15.—The announcement 
from Ottawa than an order in Council has been 
passed increasing the export duty on pine logs 
from §2 to $3 per 1,000 feet, board measure, 
creates a lively interest here. The large lum- 
ber firms in Michigan have taken up enormous 
timber limits in Ontario, and are cutting down 
the choicest timber very rapidly. The duty has 
twice besn put up with the view of disceurag- 
ing operations, but with cach increase the lum- 
bermen have enlarged their facilitios. This 
Winter's cut promises to be unprecedentedly 
large. Tho whole of the logs so cut are brought 
across the lakes and at once used in the Michi- 
Kau mills, not a cent being expended for Cana- 
Gian labor. 

‘The principal lumbering points in Cannda,” 
said George B. Smith, President of the Tona- 
wands Lumber Company, to-day, “from which 
logs are exported inte the United Statea are on 
the French and Spanish Rivers, which flow into 
the Georgian Bay. The principal manufactur- 
ing points there are Penetanguishene, Midiand, 
Victoria Harbor, and Waubashene, which are at 
the southern end of Georgian Bay. ‘The eost of 
tewing logs from the French and Spanish Rivers 
to theso points is about $1 per 1,000 feet. ‘The 
cost of towing them to Alpena, Oscoda, Sag- 
inaw, and other Michigan points ia about $1 50 
pet 1,000 feet. If the Canadian export duty is 
$3 on logs andthe American import duty on 
lumber remains at $2 it will be a Aals- 
crimination in favor of Canadian manufactusers 
of $1 por 1,000 fect. This difference of $1 wiil, 
therefore, undoubtedly have the effect of stop- 
ping the importation of logs from Canada into 
Michigan. The Georgian Bay Mills are more 
advantagoously situated as shipping points to 
the Eastern market than the Michigan mills, 
and would be very strong competitors even 
without this discrimination of $1 in their 
favor.” Soveral other lumbermen express the 
same opinion as to the effect of tho new erder 
in stoping the export of logs from Canada. It 
is possible that it may compel the meving of 
various large mill plants bodily from this side 
to that and the large extension of the lumber 
manufacturing business of Canada. 





THE WARDEN DON'T WANT HER. 


NO USE FOR MKS ROBINSON IN THE 
STATE PRISON. 

Boston, Nov. 15.—The commutation of 
the aeath sentence of Sarah Jane Robiuson has 
opened some nics legal questions and threatens 
to prove a bone of contention until the next 
Legislature solves the difticulty. The Governor 
and Council commuted the sentence to solitary 
confinement in the State prison at Charlestown. 
Warden Russell of that prison is willing to bot 
a new hat that Mrs. Robinson will not be con- 
fined there. One can find almost anything in 
the shape of a law on the Massachusetts statute 


books, so, when Warden Russell said there 
must be some mistake about the ac- 
tion of the Governor’s Council, tho 
reason was found in a =<statute which 
says that * when sentence is awarded against a 
female convict the court shall order such sen- 
tence to be executed cither in the jail, house of 
correction, or reformatory prison for women, 
and not in the State prisov.” No woman has 
ever been confined in the State prison, and in 
the suse of Mrs. Robinson it would be necessary 
to make special provision fer her and to pro- 
vide a Woman attendant to care for her, neither 
of which things does the Warden think ho has 
any legal right to do. 

To the tirst and chief point raised the Govern- 
ment’s answer will be that the statute quoted 
applies only to the sentence passed upon a wom- 
an by a court, and that in commuting a sentence 
from a higher penalty to a lower the Governor 
aud Council are not limited by statute to any 
degree or place of punishment. The idea is 
that, altheugh the court which sentenced Mrs. 
Robinson could not send her te State prison, 
the power vested in the Executive was compe- 
tent to do so in commuting the sentence of 
death. Still, itis a nice little question and it 
gives ample opportunity to those who created 
the agitation tor commutation to keep on agi- 
tating for a penalty still less severe, and prob- 
ably eventually to urge a Complete pardon, ~

A TAX SUIT DBOIDED. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 15.~In the Su- 
preme Court the old Winona and St. Peter tax 
suit was decided Tuesday, the decision of Chief- 
Justice Gillfillan being that the lower court 
must modify its order. The suitis well known, 
particularly to the settlera in the Mimnesota 
Valley and adjacent counties, and for over 
two years has oeceupied the attention of the 


ceurts. The Winona and St. Peter Land Com- 
pany holds immense tracts of landin the regions 
named, and by seme order of the courts years 
ago it was arranged so that tho company’s 
lands were exempt from taxation. Three years 
ago the settlers in the counties where the com- 
pany had lands thought that these lands were 
notexempt from tdxation, and the Hon. Johu 
. Lind took the case into the courts. After fight- 
ing, single-handed, many of the ablest lawyers 
in the State a judgment was obtained against 
the company. Judge Weber of the Ninth 
Judicial District rendered a decision thatthe 
company must not only pay taxes but that 
back taxes from the time the company was in- 
corporated were due. The company was also 
to pay interest and penalties of the back taxes. 
Judge Wilson ciaimed that the lands were non- 
assessable, and the company claimed that it was 
released from the payment of back taxes, inter- 
eat, and penalties by the Statute of Limitation. 
Again John Lind put on tho gloves and fought 
the company in the Supreme Court. Several 
million dollars are invelved in the issue.

* Ccl. Eugene A. Carr, Sixth Cavalry, has been 
assigned to the command of the District of New- 
Mexico, with headquartors at Fort Wingate, New- 
Mexico. The proceedings of the courtmartial in 
the case ot Capt. R. W. Shufeldt, Assistant Str- 
geon, have been laid before the President. The 
oficer was stationed at Fort Wingate, New-Mexico, 
and was found guilty of neglect of duty, it appear- 
ing that he was an enthusiastic naturalist, aud 
gaveupto the collection of specimens time that 
should have been devoted to his medical duties.

NEW-BRIGHTON'S INTERESTS.

ASSOCIATION FORMED TO REMOVE ALL. 


PRESENT EVILS. 

The wealthier citizens of New-Brighton, 
Staten Island, have become greatly alarmed at 
the condition that their village has recently 
fallen into through the carelessness and negli- 
gence of many of the rosigents. The vacant 
lots are in a deplorable condition, the streets 
are overgrown with weeds and filled with heaps 
of litter and rubbish, the fences are dilapidated, 
and the sidewalks, gutters, and trees bear evi- 
dences of general neglect. The consequence is 
that desirable people refuse to settle there, and 
many worthy and valuable residents are look- 
ing for homes elsewhere. This unfortunate 
condition is ascribed to an influx of a olass that 
takes no pride in its houses and surreundings, 
It was brought there by the establishment of 
the rapid transit system on Staten Islend, and 
it threatens to increase rather than diminish. 

To correct this growing evil an association 

Was recently formed and named tho Village 
Improvement Association of New-Brighton. 
The first meeting brought out less than 100 
residents, but the second was attended by more 
than 500 and the interest is rapidly spreading. 
The object and character of the association 1s 
the samo as that of the Village Improvement 
Associations of Lenox, Conn.; Stockbridge, 
Mass.; Orange and Summit, N. J., and many of 
the towns along the Hudson River. Its mem- 
bers have pledged themselves to make every 
eifort to raise New-Brighton to the level of de- 
Sirability as a place of residence that charac- 
terizes the places mentioned. They will give 
their individual and collective attention to all 
matters that may add tothe neatness and at- 
tractiveness of the village; they will seck to 
arouse and foster a gencral interest in public 
and private grounds; they will plant orna- 
mental trees, sce that the grounds about the rail- 
road stations are kept in order; look after the 
cutting of weeds, the sowing of grass seed, the 
placing of turf whero it is necessary, the re- 
sairing of fences and sidewalks, the ramoval of 
itter and rubbish from the streets and gutters, 
and the better regniation of the dumping 
greunds. Inorder to accomplish thig end the 
Village will be divided into numerous dis- 
tricts of modcrate extent, each of which will be 
under the care of a committee of three resi- 
dents, partly composed of ladies. Such com- 
mittees will look after their immediate neigh- 
borhoods, with the advice and assistance of the 
association, The annual dues have been fixed 
at $10 for gentlomen and $5 for ladies, with 
previsions for minors and life members. 

The oflicers elected at the last meeting are as 
follows: President—F. O. Boyd; Vice-Pres- 
idents—Alfred Willcox, C. F. Hart, Clarence 
Whitman, and Duncan Norville; Secretary— 
Mrs. W. T. Jehuson; Treasurer—G. A. E. Irving. 
Among the members thus far enrolled are Mr. 
and Mra. George Willlam Curtis, H. E. Alex- 
ander, John M. Pendleton, Gen. U. H. Tompkins, 
Mrs, C. H. Tompkins, Miss Tompkins, Frederick 
Meissner, Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Boardman, Erastua 
Wiman, Miss Wiman, L. F. Whitin, F. P. Kebbé, 
L. Norton, Miss Norton, Mrs. Melville, Mra. J. 
8. Lowell, the Rey. A, G. Mortimer, and Gen, 
Livingston Satterlee. Tho mombership aiready 
numbers 125, and it is confidently expected that 
1t will exceed 500, so great is the interest in the 
movement. 





FIGURES FOR -PROHIBITIONISTS. 

St. Paut, Minn., Nov. 15.—The North- 
western Phohibitionist publishes returns of the 
Prohibition vote from 14 counties in this State. 
These returns bear out the position that the 
third “party in Minnesota, while polling more 
votes than it did in 1886, has, for the work per- 
formed and the organization at its service, 
made but little headway. Any other party 
would accept the returns as conclusive evidence 


that public sentiment was not with it. The 
total vote of the State in 1884 was 186,000; in 
1886 215,000, and this year about 236,000, 
The Republicans hada margin of 4,000 vetes 
in 1884, of 17,000in 18386, and of 33,000 in 
1888. The Prohibitionists polled 4,000 votes 
in 1884, 9,000 in 1886, and probably 16,000 
in 1888 Assuming that they intena to 
winon their oWn merits, and never by com- 
binations with either of the two uld parties, 
their success as an independent party may be 
looked fer in this State about the time that the 
New-Zealander stands on the ruins of London 
Bridge. They can make the State Democratic 
in an off year if they choose, and then carry it 
for probibition the succeeding year by fusion 
with the Republicans, bat these are political 
methods, condemned in private Prohibition cir- 
cles, and doubtless, if professions are worth 
anything, never to be adopted. If they are not, 
the danger from prohibition may be classed 
with those other remote ones, the end of the 
world and the reappearance of Napoleen.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, clearing, slightly colder 
weather. 





To the information contained in our 
Washington dispatches as to the claims of 
the two parties regarding the majority in 
the House must be added the fact that in 
the Tenth Michigan District the Repub- 
lican candidate is found to be elected. On 
this showing the Democrats would lose the 
majority of one which they have claimed 
unless the loss should be made up in North 
Carolina and Virginia, a contingency as to 
which prediction is utterly idle. 





The total vote in this city at the late 
election was 270,194. According to the 
census of 1880 there was then one voter to 
cach 5.87 persorsin the population. If the 
same proportion holds good now the present 
population of the city is over 1,585,000. 
By a similar calculation the population of 
Philadelphia would appear to be 1,014,332, 
that of Brooklyn 782,221, and that of Chi- 
cago 748,258. As Brooklyn is to all intents 
and purposes a part of New-York, the entire 
population of the American metropolis ex- 
ceeds two and a quarter millions at the 
present time. 














We give in another column this morning 
some facts in regard to the export trade in 
American manufactures that will be found 
of interestto American manufacturers. The 
advance in the exportsof cotton goods indi- 
cates that our manufacturers are awaken- 
ing to the advantage to be gained from the 
command of free raw materials. This ad- 
vantage, in their particular line, has not 
been improved so much as it might have 
been, because a long training in the school 
of protection has concentrated their atten- 
tion upon the home market, and they have 
been chiefly anxious to maintainthat. But 
with the rapid growth of the cotton manu- 
facture in the South, and the improvement 
in machinery and in methods produced 
by the sharp domestic competition, the 
number is constantly increasing of 
those who see that the home market 
will be steadily less and less sufficient for 
the consumption of the possible product. 
They are accordingly directing their efforts 
to securing a holdin foreign markets, and 
their progress in this direction is satisfac- 
tory. There is, however, the same advan- 
tage to be had for the manufacturers of 
woolens and of metal goods in free raw 
material that comes naturally to the cotton 
mills. Itis this fact that, when it is recog- 
nized by the manufacturers themselves, as 
it is sure to be, that will sooner or later 
lead to a radical reduction of the tariff. 
The Republicans are likely to have the 
legal power to make that reduction, and if 
they do have it the responsibility will rest 
with them. 








While the remarks of Acting Master Dra- 
PER concerning the tariff before the annual 
convention of the National Grange yester- 
day were probably tempered in some meas- 
ure by considerations of political expedi- 
ency, they contain some statements that 
the farmers should take to heart. Refer- 
ring to the difference between the rate of 
duty on manufactured goods and the rate 
of duty on agricultural products, he said: 
“This inequality has existed altogether too 
long, and although our political instructors 
inform us that the ‘home market’ which 
manufacturing industries give to agricult- 
ure should atone in a great measure for 
this inequality, we are boldly confronted 
with the fact that the agricultural toilers 
even in the manufacturing districts are hav- 
ing a hard struggle to acquire the necessa- 
ries of life.” The Grange, he said, should 
‘gemand either a reduction of the duties on 


the protection agriculture is now receiving, 
orelse an increase of protection to agri- 
culture that shall be equitable.” But how 
can any increase of the duties on our agri- 
cultural products afford compensation to 
the farmers for the taxes exacted from 
them by the tariff on manufactures? The 
National Grange should take up this 
subject of tariff duties and discuss it thor- 
oughly. The members of the order will not 
fail to see why they need a reduction of the 
present rates if they shall make a careful 
study of the question. 








The queer associations brought about by 
politics have seldom been more strikingly 
illustrated than by a “banquet” given by 
a body of dissenters in honor of a Tory 
Marquis. The honored guest, to wit, Lord 
‘SALISBURY, remarked with justice that “a 
short time ago it would have been impos- 
sible for those present to have met at a 
publicdinner.” In fact, however, the senti- 
ment embodied in ‘*The, Nonconformist 
Unionist Association” is the chief obstacle 
to the success of the movement for home 
rule in Ireland. That sentiment is a rooted 
conviction thata Roman Catholic has no 
rights that a Protestant is bound to respect. 
When the illiberality that belongs to ‘‘the 
dissidence of Dissent” is united to the insu- 
lar bigotry of the middle-class Englishman 
the result is a political pigheadedness that 
is by far the most formidable obstacle with 
which patriotic Irishmen and unprejudiced 
Englishmen have to contend. ‘The Tory re- 
sistance to local self-government in Ireland 
avould long since have been overcome, as has 
the same resistance to reform of every kind 
in England, but for this reinforcement from 
the Liberal side. 








The one feature of the report of General 
Master Workman POWDERLY. made _ to 
the Convention of the Knights of Labor 
Indianapolis yesterday, which is 
of vital interest to the order or to 
the general public, is the strong. ap- 
peal which Mr. PowpDrERLY makes for a 
one-man power which shall be supreme in 
the execution of the laws of the organiza- 
tion. He admits that great swaths have 
been made in the ranks of the Knights 
during the past year, and accounts for the 
falling off in the .membership chiefly by 
referring it to the dissensions in the General 
Executive Board, though a good proportion 
of the loss, he asserts, is due to unfortunate 
strikes, which left the strikers too poor to 
meet their financial obligations to the as- 
semblies. In pleading forastrong one-man 
power, which, interpreted, means a dicta- 
torship in the order, Mr. PowDERLY states 
that his efforts in behalf of the Knightshave 
been constantly thwarted by members of 
the Executive Board, who possess an equal 
power with himself, and who, he claims, 
have used that power to the injury of the 
Knights as a body for the purpose of weak- 
ening his own influence. It is not neces- 
sary toread between the lines to see that 
Mr. PowpDERLY’s plea isa plea for Pow- 
DERLY, and ‘that he is willing and anxious 
to be the dictator which he expects the 
convention. to create. Mr. POWDERLY is 
largely responsible for the disasters which 
have overtaken the order of which he was 
once the actual and is now the nominal 
head, and the members are not likely to 
place the organization under his absolute 
control again, whatever they may do to 
neutralize the effect of the dissensions in 
the Executive Board.

EXTENDING THE CLASSIFIED SERV- 
ICE. 

We referred yesterday to the reported in- 
tention of the President to include the Rail- 
way Mail Service in what is known as the 
classified service, thus making appoint- 
ments and promotions therein subject to the 
civil service rules, and we commended the 
proposed step and expressed the hope that 
like action might be taken in other direc- 
tions. The two measures that would, inour 
judgment, be most practically beneficial to 
the service would be to embrace within the 
operation of the rules the officers now 
known as Chiefs of Divisions, and the 
offices of the Treasury and Post Office De- 
partments having a minimum of 25 em- 
ployés instead of 50, as is now required. 
The value of these two measur:s would lie 
in the fact that the first would secure a very 
important and influential class of officers, 
who, being appointed under the rules, would 
give to the reform system a more intelli= 
gent and sympathetic support than is likely 
to be got from officers otherwise appointed, 
and the second would diminish very largely 
the range within which the old system still 
obtains. It would be extremely important 
and beneficial also if the President should 
embody in the. rules one requiring that in 
every case of removal from office a state- 
ment should be filed of the reasons for the 
removal. This rule was proposed by the 
Civil Service Commission at the time of the 
latest revision of the rules, but was not 
approved by Mr. CLEVELAND. It is quite 
probable that the reasons which then in- 
duced him to withhold his approval may 
still obtain with him, but we think there 
can be no doubt that the rule would be of 
excellent effect, and if Mr. CLEVELAND 
does not see his way clear to promulgate it 
we shall hopethat Mr. HARRISON will do so. 

Apart from the question of the desirable- 
ness of these measures the only question 
that can be raised iz connection with them 
is their timeliness, and as to this both Mr. 
CLEVELAND and the supporters of Mr. 
HARRISON may have some doubts. So far 
as the President is concerned the advance 
in the reform that we have suggested may 
seem a condemnation in effect of his omis- 
sion to make it before, and it cannot be 
denied that such an interpretation of itis 
plausible. We have regarded the meas- 
ures referred to as very desirable, and we 
have urged them from the opening months 
of Mr. CLEVELAND’s term. We believe 
that they would have gone far’ to prevent, 
if they would not have entirely prevented, 
those things in hi$’ Administration that 
have given rise to criticism of his course 
toward reform, and in some minds as to 
the sincerity of his devotion to it. We 
have no doubt whatever that they would 
have relieved him of much perplexity and 
misunderstanding, and that they would 

have strengthened the reform cause. 
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ures at an earlier date they are not less 
good now, and the consequences they would 
bring about are not less desirable. If 
the objections to them , that’ have here- 
tofore prevailed have now disappeared, 
the only thing the President has 
consider is the good of the service, and 
he cannot fail to satisfy his own con- 
science in pursuing that aim without refer- 
ence to anything else. The reform system 
has now, despite all drawbacks and all the 
difficulties it has had to encounter, become 
pretty thoroughly established. Whatever 
Mr. CLEVELAND can do to give it a firmer 
hold, to make it easier for his successor to 
sustain and advance it, to erect in it and 
about it stronger barriers to the assaults of 
the place seekers among the politicians of 
either party, will be a real service, and will 
add to the credit that Mr. CLEVELAND has 
already so well earned. As to the support- 
ers of Mr. HARRISON, they cannot with con- 
sistency criticise thesa measures, which are 
exactly in accord with the platform of the 
Chicago Convention and the professions of 
the President-elect. They cannot complain 
of that fidelity to the principle of civil 
service reform, which they have made the 
basis of one of their claims to popular confi- 
dence, is rendered easier by Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND’s action. There will be plenty of 
room for further advance if Mr. HARRISON 
desires to make it. 

Moreover, it is to be kept in mind as the 
radical feature of civil service reform that 
the power of removal under the law is not 
in the slightest degree withdrawn, or the 
discretion in its exercise in the least lim- 
ited or diminished. It has been one of the 
favorite pretensions, not to say inventions, 
of the enemies of reform that it was intend- 
ed to give a permanent tenure of office and 
thus to create a bureaucracy in the Govern- 
ment service. ‘This is absolutely without 
foundation in fact. Each President who 
has held office since the passage of the law 
has been entirely free at any moment, and 
for any reason that may have seemed good 
to him, to remove any officer he has found or 
placed in the service, subject only to the 
provisions of the tenure of office law, with 
which the civil service law has no con- 
nection whatever. Mr. HARRISON will be 
just as free in this direction as Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND has been. The extension of the scope 
of the rules affects appointments only, and 
the rule requiring reasons for removal to be 
given would not impair in any way the 
power of removal. It might, indeed, under 
such a rule be exercised wantonly and arbi- 
trarily. An officer might be removed be- 
cause of partisan reasons, or for the color of 
his eyes or the fashion of his clothes. Only 
thesé reasons would have to be put on 
record. There is no reason fit to be acted 
on that cannot and ought not to be record- 
ed. The rules, besides, may be at any time 
abrogated or amended by the President, and 
that power would be with Mr. HARRISON 
asit has been with his predecessors. The 
only eftect of the changes referred to would 
be to place the responsipility for repealing 
them on Mr. Harrison, and to that, if he 
have any good reason for repealing them, 
he cannot object. 








CATHOLIC CLAIMS TO 
MONEY. 

The triduum in honor of DE LA SALLE, 
which has just been celebrated at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral in this city, was marked 
by one incident the significance of which 
should not be overlooked. In his sermon 
on the first day of the observance Bishop 
CHATARD of Indiana made a bold and posi- 
tive demand for public funds to be used for 
the support of Roman Catholic parochial 
schools. ‘‘Wehave aright to that money 
of the State,” he exclaimed. ‘‘It is ours 
and we should have it.” He complained 
that the education of the public schools, 
though excellent so far as it went, was en- 
tirely secular, neglecting the moral and re- 
ligious nature. He calculated that the 
parochial schools of the church in this 
country cost $9,000,000 a year, ‘* which.” 
he said, ‘“‘ought to come from the State to 
us.” Again, he spoke of the “injustice the 
State is doing us in leaving us without any 
help from the funds which belong to us, 
because we will not accept the system 
which excludes religion from the schools.” 

Here, then, it is distinctly stated as the 
position of the Roman Catholics in this 
country that they will not accept the pub- 
lic school system, because the education it 
affords is purely secular, and that they de- 
mand public money for the support of their 
own church schools on the ground that it 
belongs tothem. There is nothing new in all 
this, but its reiteration in this conspicuous 
way indicates the persistent determination 
of the Roman Catholic Church to press its 
claim for the support of religious schools of 
its particular faith at the general expense 
of the public. Itis likely to press the claim 
through its agents before State Legislatures 
and in political contests and to use all its 
power in the contrul of votes to support it, 
making of those votes so far as possible a 
“balance of power’ which both political 
parties shall have in dread. Itis a ques- 
tion that must be boldly faced, whenever 
and however it is brought up. We may 
feel sure that whenever it may be brought 
to an issue the public sentiment of the 
country will be, as it always has been, 
overwhelmingly against the demand of 
any church for a division of the public 
funds and the appropriation of them for 
the propagation and support of any re- 
ligious system of belief whatever. 

The claim of Roman Catholics to public 
money for their schools because it ‘‘ belongs 
1o them” is absurd. Funds raised by gen- 
eral taxation can only be used for public 
purposes, and no part of them belongs to 
any class of citizens to do with as they 
please. Ifthere is any branch of the public 
service that does not satisfy them they may 
be permitted to supply the deficiency for 
themselves, but it must be at their own ex- 
pense. They cannot do it in their own way 
and to suit their own ends and demand 
that the public shall pay for it. 
The public schools: are a_ branch 
of the public service, having for 
its object a general public benefit 
and justitied only on public grounds in 
which all citizens have an equal stake. 
The funds raised for their support can no 
_more properly be diverted to the support of 
the religious schools of a particular churoh 
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than other public funds can be used for the 
support of the church itself. The accusa- 
tion made against our school system that it 
is “ godless” because it does not teach any 
form of religious faith ignores the very 
essence of our institutions, which is the 
principle of equality of rights in all public 
matters, and the obligation of no citizen to 
aid in the support of anything in which all 
are not alike concerned. 

It would be manifestly impracticable in 
a country where all forms of religious faith 
are equally tolerated and none has a spe- 
cial public sanction to undertake to teh 
religion in the public schools. The only 
way in which allcan be treated alike is to 
exclude all forms of sectarian teaching and 
devote the public money only to secular 
education, leaving religious instruction to 
families and churches and whatever de- 
nominational schools those concerned may 
see fit to establish and sustain for them- 
selves. What Roman Catholics want is 
not religious training in the public 
schools, for they admit the soundness 
of no religious training but their 
own, and object to the slightest 
departure. ¢from it in any institution in 
which their children are placed. They sim- 
ply propose to establish schools of their 
own, conduct them in their own way and 
for children of their faith only, making 
religious teaching in the tenets of their 
church the leading purpose, and have tlie 
expense paid from the publicTreasury. It 
is a bold and impudent claim to which no 
thorough believer in American institutions 
can ever give his assent. Its concession 
would bea use of public money, received 
from general taxation, for the propagation 
of the Catholic faith inthis country, and 
an admission that Roman Catholics had the 
right to demand a share of the public funds 
for any of their purposes on the ground 
that they belonged to them. 

Every time this claim is put forth it 
should be emphatically denied and rejected, 
and the authorities of the Catholic Church 
should learn in the course of time that they 
haye in this country the same rights and 
claims as others and no more. They will 
not be allowed to tax the people to spread 
their faith and increase their power, nor to 
subvert in the smallest -point the principles 
on which the institutions of this country 
are founded and on which alone they can 
be maintained. Thesooner they accept this 
conclusion and inculcate the doctrine that 
citizens of this country are not to be classed 
and distinguished according to their re- 
ligion in the exercise of rights or the re- 
ceipt of public benefits the better it will be 
for the cause of toleration and religious 
freedom. : 








“NO POLITICS IN POLITIOS.” 

The pretense that it is the duty of every 
citizen to “belong” to one or the other of 
two parties is very convenient for trading 
politicians. It is to be remarked that they 
are by no means ferocious partisans them- 
selves. As one of them has said, ‘there is 
no politics in politics,” and the professional 
politician is in fact an independent after 
his kind, trading off or selling out his own 
party without any scruple and combining 
with like-minded politicians of the other 
whenever he sees any money in it. His 
aversion for the other kind of independent, 
the Mugwump, seems a little odd, but it is 
natural enough. What he requires as a 
pasis for his deals and dickers is a large 
number of blind and unintelligent parti- 
sans, who will vote for the candidate who 
bears the regular party. label, no matter 
who he may be or what he may represent. 
So long as the voters are trustworthy 
partisans, the leaders can rise above par- 
tisanship and manage their little affairs 
with each other to suit their personal in- 
terests. But when the voter refuses to be 
moved by a party name, and insists for his 
own part upon investigating the character 
of candidates and of issues, and voting 
accordingly, the standing place of the trad- 
ing politician is gone. In the millennial 
time, when all men shall be Mugwumps 
and exercise their own judgments about the 
tickets they vote, the professional poli- 
tician will be chained for a thousand 
years. 

Meanwhile, he is very much at large, and 
among other things is running for the 
Speakership of the Assembly in this State. 
Mr. JAMES W. HustepD is a Republican of 
the class commonly characterized by its 
own members as “ good” Republicans. Mr. 
Davip B. Hitt, on the contrary, is an 
equally good Democrat. Huisnoble declara- 
tion, ‘‘] am a Democrat,” was held during 
the last campaign by the bearers of knives 
devoted to the fifth rib of the President 
to be a masterpiece of statesmanship and 
patriotism. The returns indicate unmis- 
takably that there were some thousands of 
these “good” Democrats in the State who 
secured the defeat of CLEVELAND, and that 
they were aided by other thousands of 
‘“*go0d” Republicans who secured the de- 
feat of WARNER MILLER. Mr. HUSTED, we 
judge, is the candidate for the Speakership 
of the good Republicans who voted for HILL 
and of the good Democrats who voted for 
HARRISON. In the nostrils of people whose 
moral and political perceptions are less com- 
plicated the reputatton of Mr. HUSTED has 
not for many years been grateful. 

Whatever his qualities or his defects, Mr. 
HustTED is a shining example of the truths 
that there are no politics in politics, and 
that the professional politician reserves to 
himseif the independence of judgment 
which he denies to the humble voter. It is 
perfectly well known that Mr. HuSTED and 
Mr. Hivp are as thick as alliteration would 
lead us to suppose. The good Republican 
has often appeared, not indeed as the ad- 
vocate but as the agent of the good Demo- 
erat on the floor of the Assembly, and the 
good Democrat has reciprocally promoted 
the interests of the good Republican in the 
Executive chamber. Readers of the testi- 
mony taken during the investigation of the 
aqueduct scandal are not likely to forget 
that a Democratic application to the 
Governor for patronage was referred 
to the good Republican. Both these 
illustrious exemplars of partisanship 
are exemplars also of the noble sentiment 
set forth in ‘‘Martin Chuzzlewit” that 
“‘ginerous enemies may meet upon the 
neutral sile of private life,” They may, 
and they may there “put up jobs’ to be 


carried out at the public expense, as is 
shown by the history of this same aqueduct. 
This is only one of a number of instances 
that prove how partisanship does not pre- 
vent political opponents from treating each 
other’s foibles with the utmost tenderness 
of consideration, and putting “ good things” 
in each othey’s way with a noble liberality. 

It is plain that Mr. HustTep’s candidacy 
for the Speakership will be supported by 
all the good Democrats who helped to elect 
HARRISON and by all the good Republicans 
who helped to elect Hirt. It will bea 
most interesting candidacy on that ac- 
count. Mr. Cork, the present Speaker, has 
not Mr. HustTep’s recipe for disarming po- 
litical antagonism, and perhaps he would 
not use itif he had. If he should be elected 
the citizens of New-York will not be enter- 
tained with the spectacle of an intercon- 
vertible Speaker and Governor, laboring 
for the same ends and using the same 
methods in complete though suppressed 
harmony with each other, the one as a good 
Republican and the other as a good -Demo- 
crat. The entertainment may be somewhat 
expensive, but it appears that the people of 
the State donot mind that detail. 











THE TIE-UP IN BROOKLYN. 

The present unprosperous condition of 
the Knights’ of Labor indicates that the 
“ideas” upon which the order was based 
have ceased to meet the general accept- 
ance of workers for wages. ‘The main 
idea was that announced by Mr. Pow- 
DERLY in the words: ‘An injury to one 
is the concern of all.” As translated into 
practice it meant that when any member 
of the order quarreled with his employer 
all the other members were to come to 
his support by throwing up their own 
situations and depriving themselves of the 
power to help support him in idleness. 
Of course no strike ever went quite to 
this length, but several went far enough 
to inflict distress upon whole communities 
and to put large numbers of men in pos- 
session of an expensive experience. 

After all these dismal and disgraceful 
proceedings it is melancholy to read that 
the officers of District Assembly No. 75 in 
Brooklyn are credited with a design to tic 
up all the street railroads in that city to- 
day unless in the meantime the officers of 
one of these roads shall have come to terms 
with the men who have just left its employ 
and reinstated two of them who were dis- 
charged for dishonesty. 

Whatever the merits of the quarrel on 
this road may be, it is not plain who, ex- 
cept the officers of District Assembly No. 
75, are to gain anything from extending it 
to other roads. Past strikes of the same 
kind have shown that, while the strikers 
fare much worse when they are on strike 
than when they are at work, the men who 
handle the assessments fare much better. 
But a mere increase in the number of men 
on strike is not a source of “ power,” as the 
strikers are apt foolishly to imagine. For 
any other purpose than riot it is a source of 
weakness, and the strikers have no excuse 
for not knowing that in these cities there 
is no chance whatever of success by 
riot. If the drivers and conductors of 
other lines of horse cars in Brooklyn 
consider their interests to be bound up with 
those of the strikers, their best method of 
assisting them is to remain at work, devot- 
ing as much of their wages as they can 
spare to the support of the strikers, and 
using every lawful method of preventing 
others from taking the places of the strikers. 
This method is not very promising if the 
owners of the line on which the strikers 
were employed are really determined to 
resist their demands. The middle of No- 
vember is about as unfavorable a season as 
could be chosen for a body of unskilled 
workmen to throw up their situations in 
the hope that they can prevent other people 
from taking them. It is conversely the 
season most favorable to the employer for 
filling the places of unskilled laborers. But 
unpromising as it may be, the method of 
keeping the number of men to be supported 
as small as possible is the only one that 
offers any chance of success. The proposal 
for a general strike in aid of a particular 
strike, among such workmen as the drivers 
and conductors of horse cars, and at such a 
season, is mere madness. The men who 
urge it probably put their trust in the 
greater difficulty of replacing all the men 
on all the lines over the difficulty of replac- 
ing the men on one line. It is, in fact, 
more difficult, though it is probable that, 
barring riot, all the lines in Brooklyn could 
be manned within a week from the unem- 
ployed men in New-York and Brooklyn who 
would be glad to work on the terms the 
strikers refuse, Butit would not be neces- 
sary to appeal to these unemployed men in 
case of a general strike. In less than a 
week necessity would compel the strikers 
themégelves to apply for re-employment on 
the old terms, which they would be lucky 
to get. If there were any source of supply 
for them outside of their own body the 
struggle could be prolonged, but if all of 
them go on strike they cut themselves off 
from any means of subsistence except their 
individual earnings, and it is not likely 
that these would sustain all of them for 
more than a very few days. A general 
street-car strike would no doubt derange 
the business and social lifeof Brooklyn and 
inflict great and general inconvenience, 
But it would benefit nobody and would 
injure the strikers themselves more than 
any body else. 











The Boston Herald reminds both political 
parties that ill-natured remarks about the 
part played by Mugwumps in the recent 
canvass are ill-grounded and unreasonable. 
It says: 

“The Democrats did not loge this election be- 
cause the Mugwumps failed to give support to 
the President; the Republicans have not gained 
itin a degree that warrants the belief that they 
can hold it without Mugwump aid.

The fact is that politicians on both sides 
seem to be unable to comprehend the

He is not seeking to 
build up a party of his own, but hopes by 


cultivating independence in voting to raise , 


the standard of political action. The very 
fact that he cannot be counted upon by 
either party is what gives him his value. 
When parties find it necessary to bid for the 
‘*conscience vote” the result will be more 
wholesome than when they bid for the 
ignorant vote, or the liauor vote, or the 
Trish vote, or any vote swayed by preju- 
dice or narrow self-interest. The Mug- 
wump has probably come to siay. 
party action is bad he is likely to become 
numerous, and when it is creditable he will 
have less to say, but he will have to be 
reckoned into all safe calculations.

_ The Hon. Warner Miller weuid adorn the posi- 
tion of Minister to Germany hanésomely, and thus 
our ‘Big Four’ would all be piaced to the entire 
satisfaction of their most exacting admirers. Fair 
play, gentlemen, fair play !” 


“T am not a Miller man, a Platt man, or a 
Depew or a Hiscock man,” said a prominent 
Republican in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel the other 
night. “Lam a Republican who wants to see 
fair play toward distinguished members of the 


party, and among such I would include our 
recent candidate for Governor. Miller made 
his Canvass prac‘ically alone and single-hand- 
ed. He stumped this State thoroughly, visiting 
more than 50 of its 60 counties. He came down 
to New-York and attended district meetinza. 
He went into the Purroy district, where Repub- 
lican meetings are seldom held, and where he 
was told that Republican speakers seldom dared 
to trust themselves. He preached high license 
and ballot reform and protection. He certainly 
split the Prohibitionists. Many Republicans 
amoug them were by his arguments won back 
to their old party. His appeals to them on the 
temperance question made votes for himself, to 
be sure, but many more fur Harrison, according 
to the stories of Republicans of the interior whe 
have come to the elty since election,

- * Now, in all this long campaign Miller re- 
ceived no support worth the name from either 
the State or National Committee. Indeed, Re- 
publican speakers were warned by Quay to avoid 
the State issues altogether, and instructed ta 


devote themselves entirely to national matters. 
This was, I submit, pretty severe treatment 
eonsidering the estimation in which Republican 
managers have heretofore held the ‘ principles’ 
involved in a canvass. Gov. Beaver, an old 
comrade in arms of Miller's, came over from 
Pennsylvania especially to stump this State 
and show the benefits of the new high license 
law in his cwn State. Acting under Quay’s 
instructions, he avoided ali reference to high 
license or any of the other issues linked with 
Miller’s canvass. The only man, so far asl 
have been able to ascertain, who had 
the boldness to dip in was Foraker. The 
arrangement by which Beaver was to 
address New-York audiences upon the 
advantages of a high licanse law was made at 
the National Encampment in Ohio the week 
Miller wes nominated for Governor. So, while 
one man claims the credit of having nominatea 
Harrison and others of having elected him, I 
think myself, in view of these facts, that Miller 
is at least entitled to ‘honorable mention.’ If 
Miller made 1 vote for Harrison he must have 
made 10.000. The reduced Prohibition vote, 
coupled with the statements of Republicans 
from the interior, seems to warraat the asser- 
tion. [Tam not well enough aequainted with 
Miller personally to Know whether he would 
accept a Cabinet office if one should be tendered 
to him. But be has emerged from the canvass 
as the strongest, and certainly as the least self- 
ish, Republican in this State, and if the Treasury 
portfolio were offered him and he should accept 
it he would receive,in my opinion, nothing 
more than what exact justice calls for.”

“Boss” politics in the Republican Party hav- 
ing given way to syndicate politics, the trial of 
the latter will prove aninteresting study during 
the coming months, Just now “‘harmony” pre- 
vails among the friends of the four members of 


the Republican syndicate. They are all pulling 
together, these friends, every one of them with 
his eyes on the Federal patronage. Depew 
neither wants nor expects any Cabinet office. 
He will insist, however, upon being consulted 
in the distribution of the patronage. Hiscock 
wants to remain in the swim sufficiently 
to insure his re-election to the United 
States Senate, though that is a long 
way to look ahead. But he can afford to be 
patient and Keep his eye on the syndicate. Ifin 
course of time it seems likely to crumble, he 
can choose for a future partner whoever seems 
to have the most sirength. Platt is credited 
with the belief that a place in the Cabinet 
should be offered to him, and he should at least 
have the opportunity of declining such an 
honor. His friends believe he ought to be Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. He is identified with a 
growing express company, and if he eould be 
assured of ashare of the Treasury patronage 
that falls to this State, and of the whole of the 
business now transacted by a rival express com- 
pany with the Treasury Department, be might 
be just as well satistied as if he held the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury and was burdened 
with its vast responsibilities. That he has an 
eye upon the business of delivering bonds, 
moneys, &c., now controlled by the rival com- 
pany, seems to be settled. That he will seek to 
divert it to his own company is not doubted. 


The fourth member of the political firm is 
credited with possessing some ambitions of his 
own. If the other three should endeavor ta 
combine against him and freeze him out—and 
already there are hints abroad to that effect— 


trouble will eertainly follow. He has just 
shown his strength as a candidate for Governor 
and his friends are in no mood to stand any 
trifling. They bave not forgotten that the party 
owes him something, for the eircumstances of 
bis defeat in the Senatorial canvass were such 
‘as to provoke absolute indifference in a less 
loyal party man. So far as can be learned, 
Miller's friends are saying nothing, doing noth- 
ing, except, of course, to wateh the course of 
Piatt, Hiscock, and Depew. They are waiting, 
as they always did wait, but they have 
learned something from the events of 
an unsuceessful canvass for Senator and again 
for Governor. Thoy believe their leader has 
the rank and file of the party behind him, and 
thereis an ever-present feeling that if it be- 
comes necessary in the near future, he can ap- 
peal to itand notin vain. [tisa fact not gen- 
erally known, by the way, that Miller was one 
of the very few mewbers of the Senate who en- 
joyed the companionship of Senator Harrison, 
orto putitin another way, who was able to 
get along first-rate with the (ndlanian. Their 
families were alsoon intimate terms. Miller 
has little in common with the other members 
of the syndicate, butif they attempt to crowd 
him out into tne cold, ihen there may bea 
breaking up of honsekeeping of the liveliest de- 
scription. Because he happers to be the silent 
partner, it does not follow that he is not deeply 
interested in everything that is going on. 





WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Sr. Pau, Nov. 15.—‘‘The amount of 
wheetin sight this year in Minnesota and Da- 
kota,” said Chief Inspector James, “ we esti- 
mate at about 30,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. Itiscoming im pretty steadily now, the 
Minneapolis grain markets last month receiving 
more than in any previons October. The 
farmers, apparently, seem to be shipping about 
as usual, and the great increase in Minneapolis 
is largely due to the fact that Daluth is receiv- 
ing no grain. The season of lake navigation is 
now practically over, and besides the mills at 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Faribault, and other 
towns in the southern part of the State are 
using the wheat. Just what result this condi- 
tion of things will have on future markets [ 
cannot say. The season’s shortage is very well 
known, but if farmers and country elevators 
hold back their wheat until the season of trea 
shipment practicaliy closes it will, of courses, 
have an influence that will de fel: on the Boards 
of Trade.” 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 15.—Wheat in the 
yards is "aco Reeaee! cleaned up than fur some 
days before, there being but little more than 
1,000 cars now standing on the track. Farmers 
are delivering very slowly, and stocks in the 
country elevaters areruuning down. The roads 
have a better supply of empties that they are 
distributing among shippers, and complaints 
from tne latter are fewer. Reports from coun- 
try buyers givimg estimates of the quantity yer 
to be marketed confirm previous estimates of 
the shortage of the crop. Millers buy wheat 
very freely when offered at the market price, in 
the face of all the shutting down of mills and 
talk of shutting down. It is quite true that

BALD KNOBBERS’ VENGEANCE, 





THEY KILL FIVE OF THE WITNESSES 
AGAINST THEIR CHIEF, 

Ozark, Mo., Nov. 15.—A sensational re- 
port comes from the Bald Knobber territory, in 
Taney County, 40 miles south of here. Itis to 
the effect that five of the witnesses against 
Dave Walker, the convicted chief, were lynched 
by the Regulators Tuesday night. The lynehing 
is said to bave occurred in the vicinity of Chad- 
wick, and the story was brought here by a 
young farmer named Emerson, who met two 


fugitives from the wrath of the lynchers riding 
toward Taney a Thera s no telegraphic 
communication with Chadwick, and the only 
way the details oan be ascertained is to await 
the arrival of messengers, The action of the 
Supreme Court in sertencing Walker to death 
is the cause alleged forthe wholesale lyncbings. 
The story does not receive much credence. 

For nearly 10 yoars Christianand Tauey Coun- 
ties were under the Bald Knobrule. The organ- 
ization was first formed for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the people of the two counties from the 
lawless characters that infeSted the region. 
The country was sparsely settied, and before 
the organization of the Bald Knobbers the 
enforcement of the laws was the. ex- 
ception. The membership xrew_ rapidly, 
and soon included the most prominent 
men in both counties. The meetings were held 
on @ bald peak of the Ozark Mountains, and 
hence the name “Bald Knobbers.” After the 
morals of the counties had been properly regu- 
lated the organization was turned into a ma- 
chine for personal revenge. Citizens were taken 
out of bed and whipped and shot without tie 
least provocation. Immigration was killed, and 
any citizen who was so unfortunate as to bring 
down on himself the wrath of a Baid Knobber 
was forced to leave the country or run the risk 
of assassination. The organization controlled 
the political offices and was supreme in the 
courts. Gradually a bitter anti-Bald Knob 
sentiment was aroused, and when, in August, 
1886, the Edens family were attacked in their 
home anc two members, Charlie Eden and 
William Greene, killed in bed, the cul- 
mination of the outrages was reached. 
The Federal authorities were called upon 
and a vigorous prosecution instituted. About 
30 active members of the band were arrested, 
and the double murder traced totbem. Dave 
Walker, the leader, his son Biil Walker, and a 
half Gozen others were convicted of the murders 
chiefly on the testimony of their companions, 
who turned State’s evidenes. 

While the cases were pending before the Su- 
preme Uourt Capt. Nat Kinney, the chief of the 
Bala Knobbers, a giaut nearly 7 feet high, 
was assassinated by an anti-Bald Knobber. His 
killing occurred last August and created iutense 
excitement. It brought out threats of deadly 
vengeance from the Regulators, who asserted 
tnat Kinney had not been an active member of 
the organization for years and that his murder 
was a cold-blooded affair, without justification. 
The man whe killed him was eleared on the 
ground that Kinney reached for a pistol when 
they met. 

Last Monday the State Supreme Court passed 
on the case of Dave Walker, and affirmed the 
judgment of tho lower court. Walker was sen- 
tenced to be hanged Dec. 28. It did not take 
long for this news to reach the strongholds of 
the Regulatorsin the Ozarks, and the story 
goes that only the decision of the court was 
awaited, and, if unfavorable, vengeance would 
be wreaked on the State’s witnesses who for- 
merly affiliated with the Bald Knobbers. Prior 
tothe killing at the Edens homestead no less 
than 20 murders and lynchings were credited 
to the Regulators. As for whippings, they were 
almost of weekly occurrence. 





MISS ANDERSUON’S ADMIRER. 


DOUGBERTY’S CAREER BEFORE HE BE- 
GAN TO FOLLOW THE ACTRESS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—James M. 
Dougherty. the individual whose persistent per- 
secution of Mary Anderson, both in this country 
and in England, caused his arrest in New-York 
yesterday, was fermerly inthe employ of the 
Postal Telegraph Company at Doylestown, 
Penn. C. C. Adams, Superintendent of the com- 
pany here, said to-night: 

*‘Doughterty wasin the employ of our com- 


pany about 18 months as a lineman and test 
operator. He was stationed at Doylestown, 
where he lived by himeelf in a little one-roomed 
shanty. In the Fall of 1886 1 received informa- 
tion that the Southern trunk line of the company 
had been cut at Doylestown. I went there and 
found the town in a state of excitement over 
the actions or Dougherty, who had cut the 
wires and was mounting guard over the pole 
in front of his shanty with an immense re- 
volver. ‘he town authorities were intimi- 
dated by Dougherty’s threut to shoot any man 
who Game near his house, and I was cautioned 
to keep away from him. I went to the shanty 
and Dougherty let me in. As I entered he 
greeted me pleasantiy enough, but positively 
refused to connect the wires, saying it would 
be a bad day for any one who tried to convect 
them, and he pointed threateningly to a large 
navy revolver which lay on the table near him. 

**[ went to the nearest Justice of the Peace 
and swore out a warrant for Dougberty’s ar- 
rest. He was arrested without much trouble, 
After he had been in jai} about four months the 
case was dropped and Dougherty was released. 
Not long afterward Dougherty came to me and 
said he had made # great electrical discovery 
and was golng to Washington to see about it. 
Shortly afterward he went to England after 
Mary Anderson. He had burrowed $5 from an 
employe of the company in New-York. He 
wrote to the lender that he was sorry he had 
not paid him, but said he was about sailing for 
Europe, where the fairest as well as one of the 
wealthiest ladiea in the world was walting to 
throw her beauty and riches at bis feet.” 

Mr. Adams said Dougherty often cabled con- 
gratulations te Mary Anderson when the rate 
was 40 cents a word. When Mr. Cleveland was 
elected President he sent him a 60-werd tele- 
gram offering his services, and enlarging on his 
qualifications in statecraft. Mr. Adams says 
Dougherty is decidedly a crank. 


James M. Dougherty, who was arrested 
at Palmer’s Theatre for annoying Miss Mary 
Anderson, was taken befere Justice Duffy at 
the Jefferson Market Police Ceurt yesterday 
afternoon. He denied that he had annoyed 
Miss Anderson, but said he couldn't help mak- 
ing lovetoher. The pistol found on him when 
arrested he said he had carried eight years, and 
had not intended to doany one harm with it. 
He made arambling and disjointed statement 
of his pursuitef Mies Anderson, but otherwise 
talked in a sane manner, and answered some 
astronemical questious for Judge Dufty in a 
manner that showed he was not unacquainted 
with thescience. Judge Duffy committed him for 
examination of his mental e6ondition by the City 
Physician. He said he should spend the night 
in his cell writing a history of himself. 





LIGHTNING'’S HOTION, 

Dr. Moses Greely Parker of Lowell; Mass., 
last evening read a paper before the Electric 
Club of this city on the peculiar rotary motions 
found in electric currents. He described the 
methods of photographing lightning in order to 
get details of the track of the elestric current 
that may travel without dividing or inay divide 
and subdivide and twist in its passage from 
cloud te earth. 

Three of the motions which the lecturer had 
obaerved Were twisted, resembling a locaely- 
twisted rope which twists both ways, the curlea 
resemblinug a twisted ribbon or shaving from a 
carpenter's plane, and the straight that pre- 
gente straight lines in its track and evidently 
travels with great speed. Sometimes the flasn 
appears to meander in the air without any 
detinite course, and forms amall, irregular 
loops. Sometimes a series of bricht beads ap- 
pearin the general white streaks of lightning. 
The currents of electricity are influenced by 
the medium through or upon which they travel, 
and to the well-kuown theory that the resiat- 
ance of the air changes ita direction may ba 
added another that the current chanves in size 
and contracts in volume ae it nears the earth. 
The lecture was illustrated by stereopticon 
views.

MISS NELLY FARREN AND HER 
COMPANY. 

There was a noisy clacque at the Standard 
Theatre last evening whose persistent and 
noisy applauding of the actors on the stage 
might have sadly interfered with the success of 
a@ performor less attractive than Misa Nelly 
Farren. It was very tiresome tothe reason- 
able folks in the house to have to putup with 
the racket. If Miss Farren had the dramatio 
pewer of Salvini,combined with the artistic 
facility of Coquelin and the stately 
beauty of Mary Anderson, her work 
could not have beon more loudly praised, 
and there were cheers enough left 
over to supply even the humblest members of 
the company, and some of them were very hum- 
ble in the matter of artistic pretensions. Every 
song and every dance in a three-act burlesque 
had to be repeated, and consequently the audi- 
ence was not released until nearly midnight. 
As a matter of fact there was plenty of good 
feeling for Miss Farren in the house, and the 
clacque was an unnecessary torture. If the 


members of the London Burlesque Company 
were not in the secret they must think New- 
York is a city full of easily-pleased barbarian4, 
They never heard such a noisy expression of 
approbation in any theatre before. Their eyes 
Will soon be opened, however. 

Miss Nelly Farren is an artistin her line and % 
she is welcome. Sois Mr. Fred Leslie, who ac- 
companies her, and whose reputation as & 
mimic, dancer, and buffoon was already es- 
tablished here. So are Miss Letty Lind, Miss 
tylvia Grey, two exceedingly graceful dancers; 
Miss Marion Hood, a pleasing ballad singer; 
Mr. Fred Storey, a gentleman whose nimble 
legs are reminders of poor Fred Vokes’s, and 
Mr. Charles Danby who is a good enough actor 
In buriesque. The piece, ** Monte Cristo, Jr.,” is 
an exceedingly stupid travesty of the play 
founded on Dumas’s romance. The textis writ- 
ten in the familiar doggerel verse, to the meas- 
ure of which few of the persons employed to 
speak it pay attention, and what humor it 
possesses is essentially cockney. We are ¢on- 
strained to coutess that a good deal of it is 
beyond our comprehensios. The siang of Lon- 
don streets, and puns that only a Londoner can 
endure, abound in it. But bvhere is @ great 
deal of singing and dancing, and most of it is re- 
markably good. The seenery is handsome, and 
the costumes are rich and tasteful. A great 
deal of ingenuity and agreat deal of money have 
been expended upon the production. 

Mies Farren has been one of the most popular 
comic actresses in London for many years. She 
is not young, but she looks young enough and is 
as sprightly as a girlof16. She belongs to a 
famous theatrical family, and her grandfather 
was that eminent actor who is still spoken of 
reverently as “the eider Farren.” Her line of 
characters in the legitimate drama would com- 
prise those a iotted in the days ef the old 
stock companies to the “singing chambermaia,” 
and in this branch of broad comedy she 
would have been distinguished inany era. She 
would be the ideal represeniative of such parts 
as Cherry in ‘The Beanx’ Stratagem.”’ She is 
smal! in stature, slender in figure, voluble in 
speech, withfa sort of huskiness in her voice 
which at first strikes the hearer as a defect, but 
afterwurd seems to be one of her charms. Lat- 
terly Miss Farren has devoted herself to that in- 
describabie form of the drama cailed burlesque, 
and she has delighted the heurts of Londoners by 
identifying tiis heroes of romance with the Lon- 
don street boys. Her Edmond Dantes, the gail- 
orin Marseilles, the forlorn prisoner of the 
Chateau @’ If, the fabulously wealthy Count of 
Monte Cristo is ever a droll, audacious cockney 
youngster, a maeter of current British collo- 
quialisms. Much that be says is untransiatable 
into the language that is spokenin the United 
States; but Miss Farren’s art may be appreciated 
byeverybody. Thereis nota dull moment when 
sabe is in sight, no matter how stupid the work 
may be that the playwright has given her to do. 
She has a perfect sense of proportion, and does 
not carry her fooling beyond the proper limit; 
and she can put a touch of something very 
like pathos into & most preposterous 
scene. For instance in the travesty of 
“Monte Cristo” the Abbe Faria and Dantes 
draw lots in the prison scene to decide which of 
them shall have a chance to escape and Faria 
wins. Tho episode is extravagant to the limit 
of silliness. Faria is not Faria at all, but 
Noirtier disguised to resemble Mr. Jefferson in 
Rip Van Winkle, and he returns to his own cell 
to pack his luxeage through atrap in the wall 
after the fashion of Harlequin. But Miss Farren 
has a little soliloquy right here, expressing the 
despair of the loser, which she makes rea)ly im- 
pressive, showing herself mistress of the true 
art of burlesque. 

Mr. Leslie does not deserve to be ranked so 
high as Miss Farren as a comedian, but he sug- 
gests the possession of powers far above the 
work in which he is now employed. As the bur- 
lesoue Noirtier his acting is merely excellent 
buftoonery, and there is sometimes just a trifle 
too much of if. His mimicry 1s delight- 
ful, ana the various disguises he assumes are 
all very droll. His bitof French eomedy isa 
capital burlesque of the Théatre Frangais 
style, and the glimpses of Sims Reeves and 
Irving are convincing. His singing voice is as 
good as ever, and his interpolated song about 
the love-lorn dolls was received with rapturous 
applause. 

Whether the Gaiety Theatre company will 
succeed in New-York no one can tell. We have 
seen no actress in burlesque fit to compare with 
Miss Farren since Mra. John Wood acted in “* Le 
Roi Carotte” and “ Pocahontas.” There is great 
magnificence in her pictorial surroundings and 
the stage is crewded with comely young women. 
The essentially British character of the enter- 
tainment may, however, puzzle New-Yorkers, 
and the reception accoried by the audienee of 
last night, which included all the “ first night- 
ers” in the orchestra stalls, and many persons 
who have seen Miss Farren in London anda 
— clacque in the galleries, proves nothing 
al al 


THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

Mendelssohn’s “Elijah” had not been 
heard in this city for five years until it was 
given at the first rehearsal of the Oratorio 
Seciety at the Metropolitan Opera House on 
Wednesday afternoon and again at the coneert 
lastevening. Its performance brought together 
large audiences on both occasions. It is un- 
necessary to say anything at this late day in re- 
gard tothe merits of this standard oratorio. 
Many critics are disposed to award “St. Paul” 
a hicher rank; but the strong dramatic interest 
ofthe subject bas always made “Elijah” a 
greater favorite with the musical public, and it 
will doubtiess retain its position. For the per- 
formance last eveping Mr. Walter Damrosch as- 
sembled a@ fine array of forces. The soloists 
were Mme. Fursch-Madi and Miss Anna 
L. Kelly, sopranos; Miss Emily Winuant and Miss 
Alice J. McPherson, contraltos; Theodore J. 
TYoedt and Oscar Sanger, tenors; Ericson Bush- 
nell and Emil Fischer, bassos; Master H. Fred 
Schmidt of St. Chrysostom’s Chapel, soprano, 
and Frank Sealy, organist. The Symphony So- 
etety Orchestra supplied the accompaniments, 
The chorus of the Oratorio Seciety was out in 
full force, and sang with considerable vigor and 
sonority, albeit the tenors were not quite as 
strong a8 one could nave wished. Good tenors, 
however, are bard te get, and Mr. Damrosch 
has probably as competent a body of them 
as can be readily procured. The choruses 
“Baal, to thee we ery,” and ‘*Hear. and 
answer, Baal,” were, on the whole, the most 
satisfactory numbers, being xziven with excel- 
lent‘spirit. Among the soloists: Herr Fischer, 
though notin perfect voice, did the best werk. 
His aria, ‘Itis enough,’ was much the finest 
thingin the whole performance, being notable 
for its sincerity and truthful dramatic expres- 
sion. Mme. Fursch-Madi sang * Hear ye, Is- 
rae),”” well, and Master Schmitt’s clear, youth- 
ful soprano was heard to advantage in the 
passages of recitative allotted to the youth. 
Miss Wipant and Mr. Toedt sang acceptably.

DINING UNDER MANY FLAGS 


THE BANQUET OF THE JEW- 
ELERS’ ASSUCIATION, — 
MANY POWERS IN THE TRADE WERE 
THERE—PRESIDENT DOMINICK, GEN. 
SHERMAN, AND OTHERS SPEAK. 

It would have rejoiced the heart of Mayor 
Hewitt had he been present, as he was expscted 
to be, at the annual dinner of the Jewelers’ As- 
sociation at Delmonico’s last night. There were 
national flags and devices bearing the American 
colors everywhere. The guests’ table had a 
background that was-as patriotic as bunting 
could makeit. The musicians’ gallery was fes- 
tooned with flags, and even the five long taples 
were successions of red and white roses which 
lent their beauty to the other charms of the 
entertainment. For the purveyors of the 
lasting luxuries of society had assemblea 
in ferce and set about having an 
enjoyable time, as they do almost every 


thing else they attempt, with a thoroughness 
and a determinatien which made failure im possi- 
ble. There were 40 of the association’s membera 
present, but they brought with them 100 of 
their friends, so that there were no vacant 
chairs at the taples. Nor were there lacking 
evidences of the jewelers’ art, for Mr. Tiffany 
early in the afternoon sent out nearly a wagon- 
load of his precious silverware to decorate the 
dining hall. Soon each of the tables there were 
great punch bow]ls of silver and qua:ntly carved 
candelabra glowing with tapers the like of 
which are rarely seen at a public dinner even at 
Deimonieo'’s, 

Above H. B. Dominick’s head, who, as Presi- 
dent of the association, presided, was the na- 
tional emblem, and behind a succession of 
Jacqueminot roses, which formed almost a 
screen, sat the favored guests and the prospect- 
ive speakers. On Mr. Dominick’s right were the 
venerable and jocular Gen. W. T. Sherman, ex- 
Chief-Justice Noah Davis, the Rev.- Dr, E. W, 
Warren, C. L. Tiffény, and I. H. Bailey. At bis 
left were the Rey. Ur. Charles H. Hall and E. T, 
Bartlett. They had the pleasure of looking from 
their dais on many of the representative jewel- 
ers of the country. Among these gentlemen 
were C. G. Alford, E. G. Webster, A. A. Websier, 
F. H. Webster, William Riker, Jr., A. B. Louns- 
berry, George W. Sheebler, Appleton Smith, 
Cc. H. Brahe, W. T. Woodruff, 8 FE, Thomas, 
A. C. Atwater, W. H. Atwater, A. V. Huyler, 
N. H. White, {rving Smith, D. EF. Appleton, 
J. W. Senior, M. L. Bowden, H. E. Rood, W. R. 
Alling, A. R. Sloan, Alfred H. Smith, H. E. Ide, 
A. E. Pritchard, J. G. Baeon, J. D. Alling, W. H, 
Curtis, J. B. Bowden, CG. E. Breckenridge, 
George R. Howe, J. A. Riley, 8S, Cottle, C. A. 
Fowler, F. 8. Douglas, and C. N. Hancher. They 
were t all workers of rare metals, but they 
were all connected with the trade and were 
deeply interested inthe dinner. So after they 
had succeeded to the mingled charms of tobacco 
and cetfee they were thoroughly prepared to 
listen to the gentlemen Who had consented to 
respond tg, toasts. 

It was q@ite 9 o’clock before President Dom- 
inick arose and announced that the feast of 
Teason was about to begin. He briefly congrat- 
ulated the company upon the success of their 
annual assembly and told ot the presperity of 
tue assoeiation. He declared it had become a 
power in the trade and thatthat power was 
daily increasing, bearing promise of a future 
which should be beyond present hopes. Then 
turning toward Gen. Sherman, the President 
declared that he had been chosen to respond to 
the toast of ‘The Republic,” which he had done 
so much touphoid. Gen. Sherman made one of 
his characteristic speeches. He began by say- 
ing that had he been aware ot the subject of 
which he was to speak he would have probably 
bored his hearers te death. 

“Why,” he added, “I should have spoken 
right abead for three months. I have read of 
the conquests of Ohio and Indiana, which I do 
not think any of you remember; of the con- 
quest of Florida by Gen. Jackson and of the 
acquisition of that yast Western territory frem 
which you get your metals. I happened to go 
to the Pacific coast in 1846 and helped round 
up the Western frontier, which now is in pretty 
good condition. But, different from England; 
this Nation has never taken territory it has not 
paid for, and all this talk of treating Indians 
cruelly is ali bosh. They wore starving on that 
Tich ground which is now supplying the earth 
with food. They were too lazy to work; 
willing to ateal, but with no one to steal 
from. One time, about 40 years ago, while in 
California, a party of us went up one of the 
ranges in search of gold. We had got up 3,000 
or {4,000 feet with mallets and bottles of—I 
think—nitrichacic,’, when wefveeame fearfully 
tired and [ looked up to the guide and said: 
*Leok here, ola fellow, how much farther ?’ 
Turning to us gravely, be said: ‘For gold go 
towards the haavens—for silver tothe devil,’ 
and, therefore, I congratulate you that you 
have so much of Mr. Tiffany’s handiwork here.” 
{Great laughter.] Gen. Sherman concluded by 
calling attention to the work of the miners of 
the precious metals and complimented his 
hosts upon the wonderful work they did. 

It was expected that Chauncey M. Depew 
would respond to the toastof ‘The President 
ef tne United States,” but the weather kept 
him away, as it did also the Mayor, who cbar- 
acteristically wrote a letter. Then Mayor A. C. 
Titcoms of Newburyport, Mass., spoke about 
the sister cities of the East and Weat. Mr, E. 
T. Bartlett appeared for the ladies and told 
how they were successful in reducing the sur- 
plus of their husbands and-¢fathers. He referred 
to the recent political campaign, and expressed 
his regrets that ‘tthe ladies, of whom he was 
epeaking, were not present to enjoy the tributes 
to their loveliness, ‘‘So is Judge Davis,” he 
continued, ‘‘for he has left the room several 
times this evening,a thing which would not 
have occurred had the ladies been present.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Hall responded to the toast of 
the ‘‘ Reverend and Faithfui Clergy,” and told 
of the ancient and present dignity of the trade 
otf jewelers. He declared that the church had 
been always instrumental in showing and ob- 
serving the symbolism of jewels, and concluded 
with an exhortation to observe the precepts 
ot the Book of God when it deciared that man 
in the hands of God should be fashioned as a 
gem in the hands of a jewoler. Ex Judge Davis, 
In responding to ‘‘Laws and the Judges,” 
said that so faras the dinners of the associa- 
tion were soncerned he was the oldest of its 
members, inasmuch as he had attended 14 of 
them. He said, too, that if the association 
stood by him he would do thesame by it and 
partake of its thirtieth banquet. He declared 
he was very properly placed between repre- 
sentatives of the pulpit and of war. 
“Where,” he asked, ‘would law rather be 
than i etween the pulpit and the army ?”’ 
The venerable magistrate concluded with an 
eulogy of the deeds of the three great soldiers— 
Grant, Sheridan and Sherman. The Rev. Dr. E. 
Walpole Warren thouxzht he should be styled 
“honorary chaplain iof the Jewel Association” 
as he has already attended two of ijs dinners, 
though he felt abashed in making the claim 
when confronted with the honorable record of 
Judge Davis. Then Dr. Warren talked pleasant- 
ly about politics and yave as his opinion, as an 
Englishman, that the man who advocated the 
raising of the American flag and none other 
over tbe City Hali should have been elected and 
the man who preferred to be elected to the 
Governorship by the grog shops than by the 
church should have been defeated. 

The dinner concluded with speeches by Isaac 
H. Baiiey and Gen. George H. Ferd of New? 
Haven.

THE HARVARD-YALE GAME. 


WILL NOT IN ALL PROBABILITY BE 
PLAYED THIS YEAR. 

Boston, Nov, 15.—The Harvard football 
management have sent the following letter as 
Harvard’s ultimatum to the Yale Football As- 
sociatien concerning the annual game: 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 14. 
Mr. W. A. Corbin: 


DEAR SIR: Yale has had sufficient time now to 
make good her represevtations of last year, and it is 
time four Harvard to take a decided stand. We re- 
gret that it has been from our sido, though not 
through our fault, that this discussion might not 
have been brought up sooner and settled earlier. 
Now, however, considering the circumstances 
under which the game was played iast year 
in New-Yerk insteal of in New Haven, 
where it was originally arranged, we will 
state at once and for all that we will play Yale this 
year in Cambridge on Thavksygiving Day, and then 
and there only. We hops you will see the justice of 
this demand, ana that Yale’s honor will not permit 
her to do otherwise than to accept. We await an 
early reply. We remain very respectfully yours, ]

DEAR PALMER: You letter concerning the Har- 
vard-Yale game is at hand. We think that the sen- 
timents which you express are reasonable, and both 
Beecher and myself are ready to agree to them.

This Fal! af‘the regular convention for the ar- 
rangement of dates the Yale-Harvard game was 
scheduled for New-York, according to the pro- 
visions of the constitution. “The two leading 
colleges of the preceding year shail play in or 
near New- York.” (Article [V., Section 2.) Har- 
vard’s representatives said then that they 
might be forbidden by the Faculty to play in 
New-York. Yale’s representatives, not knowing 
of last year’s agreement, said in that case 
the game shoulda be in New-Haven. Harvard 
entered a plea for Cambridge, but the 
matter} was allowed to rest awaiting the 
action of the Harvard Faculty. Since last year’s 
athletic committee had been dissolved there 
was no board which could take cognizance of 
this question until the present committee was 
appointed, on Oct. 31. The football manage- 
ment immediately handed in its schedule and 
asked permission to play the games as _ sched- 
uled. At the first meeting of the committee, on 
Nov. 5, all the games on college grounds 
were permitted, but privilege to play in 
New-York was not granted. The manage- 
ment at once sent word to Yale. Regrets were 
expressed that the game could not take 
place in New-York and arguments were given 
why it should be in Cambridge. As yet Yale 
seems to think it is still possible to play in New- 
York, and has not given a direct reply. Having 
endeavored a number of timesto get some ex- 
pression from Yale, and failing cach time, Har- 
vard, in view of the lateness of the season, 
takes this method of bringing the questien to 
an issue. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 15.—Capt. 
Corbin of the Yale football eleven and Walter 
Camp, the coach of the eleven, were found this 
evening in consultation over a letter from Capt. 
Sears of Harvard, in which he said that 
Harvard would play Yale on Thanksgiving Day 
in Cambridge, and at no other place or timé. 
Harvard’s reasons for this step are well known. 

Yale’s attitude has been equally plainly de- 
fined. When asked what Yale would do Corbin 
and Camp agreed in saying tbat, under no cir- 
cumstances, would Yale go to Cambridge to 
play. Harvard, they said, had had 10 months 
to make objection to the football constitutien, 
which stipulates that Yale and Harvard sheuld 
play in New-Yerk. Harvard had remained 
silent. She had waited until a few days before 
the game, and was now trying to compe! Yale to 
come to Cambridge and play under a disadvant- 
age. 

Mr. Corbin said: ‘What is the use of our 
constitution? Harvard might, with equal justice, 
say to us now, We won’t play the game ir 
there 18 any referee, or we won't play 
if you use a football. Both these cases are 
equally absurd, but they involve simply a vio- 
lation of ene rule. Harvard might refuse to 
play unless we played 100 men on a side. 
This situation would involve the violation of 
one rule, and Harvard has done just that. Why 
haven’t those Cambridge men said something 
before about their not being able to live up to 
the football constitution ?” 

Mr. Camp expressed himself with equal force 
with regard to Harvard’s action. Said he: 
**You may say from Mr. Corbin and myself that 
we consider Harvara’s attitude extraordinary. 
We cannot at pres®nt conceive of a situation in 
which Yale will consent to playing in Cam- 
bridge. Weshallrest our case on our football 
constitution, and if there is no game Harvard 
—s shoulder the burden of the responsibil- 
ty.’ 





THE SEWARD STATUE. 


AuBURN, N. Y¥., Nov. 15.—The Seward 
statue was unveiled here to-dayin the presence 
of alarge number of townspeopie and visitors 
with appropriate and impressive ceremonies. 
The public schools were closed for the day, and 
business was generally suspended during the 
exercises. The W. H. Seward Republican Club 
of New-York was present in a body, and several 
local military and civic organizations attended, 


Owing to the weather all the exercises save the 
actual unvelling took place in the Geneses 
Opera House. At 11:35 o’clock, after ex-Mayor 
Wheeler bad called the agssemDlage to order, 
Fanny Seward, a daughter of Gen. Seward, aud 
a granddaughter of W. H. Seward, touched a 
lever and the two American flags draping the 
statue were flung into the air and floated sus- 
pended overit. At the same momenta salute of 
artillery was given, and the chitaes of St. Peter’s 
rung. 

Aiter the unveiling many of the visitors drove 
ont to Fort Hill to Sewara’s tomb. The Opera 
House was appropriately decorated for the occa- 
sion,andwas filled tothe doors. Ex-Mayor Wheel- 
er presided, and the proceedings were opened 
with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Brainerd of St. 
Peter’s. Ex-Mayor Wheeler then made a state- 
ment of the work done by the Citizens’ Comwit- 
teo in procuring the statue. The formal speech 
ot presentation was made by the Hon. Theodore 
M. Pomeroy, and Mayor Austin accepted the 
statue in behalf of the city. Senator William M. 
Evarts made the final address, lasiing an hour 
and a halt. 

The Seward statue is of bronze, one-half 
larger than life size, on a pedestal nine feet 
high, and represents Seward in the act of deliv- 
ering his higher law sentiment, with his right 
hand impressively raised. The sculptor is Wal- 
ter G. Robinson of Auburn. The east face of 
the pedestal bears this inscription: ** Presented 
Nov. 15, 1888, to the eity of Auburn, by the 
townsmen and friends of William H. Seward, in 
commemoration of his beneficent life and of his 
distinguished service to the State. to the Nation, 
and to mabkinu.” The north face is inscribed: 
“William H. Seward, 1801-1872;” onthe west 
face are the last eight lines of Randelph’s son- 
net on Sewzurd, and on the south 1s the follow- 
iug sentence from Seward’s Califernia speech 
in the Senate, delivered March 11, 1850: “*The 
Constitution regulates our stewardship; the 
Constitution devotes the domain to union, to 
justice, t6 defense, to welfare, and to liberty, 
but there is a higher law than the Constitution 
whioh regulates our authority over the demain 
and devotes it to the same noble purposes.” 


NO CERTIFICATES ISSUED,

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 15.—Gov. Jackson 
did not sign the certificates of the newly-elected 
Maryland Congressmen to-day. The ofiicial ré- 
turns from every district excepting two elec- 
tion districts in Charles County, in the Fifth 
Congressional District, were in possession of the 


Secretary of State, but no action was taken. 
The Secretary of State, in figuring on the Fiftu 
and estimating on the two election districts not 
officially returned, gave Compton, Democrat, a 
Mr. Mudd, the Repub- 
lican candidate, is still cenfident of his election, 
declaring that he has a plurality of the votes if 
they are fairly eounted. Tho Republicans re- 
gard as very suspicious the delay in making the 
olticial returns of Charles County. The fact that 
the day after election Compton conceded Mudd’s 
election, and the returns then showed a plurali- 
ty tor Mudd, adds to these suspicions. Should 
the certificate be given to Compton Mr. Mudd 
will oarry his contest to the Heuse of Repro- 
sentatives. 

In the Fourth District, embracing the wards 
of the western portion of Baltimore City, the 
Demotrats are still claiming that a recount will 
show enough errors to overcome the plurality 
of Stockbridge, (Rep.) As yet no protests have 
been filed with the Governor, but it is obvieus 
that he awaits the decision of the Democratio 
managers before awarding the certificates. 

The dead-lock in the City Council was broken 
so far as insuring the election of a permanent 
Chairman of the first branch A Democratic 
member, after the dead-loek had lasted four ses- 
sions of the branch, voted a blank, and thus 
elected Thornton Rollins, the Independent Dein- 
ocrat, Chairman. Rollins was elected to the 
Council by Republican votes, and it was his 
voting with them that made the dead-lock in 
the body.

GEN. HARRISON SILENT. 


HE DECLINES TO TAKE NOTICE OF EVERY 
PASSING RUMOR. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 15.—The Presi- 
dent-elect had a large number of callers to-day, 
interfering considerably with his efforts to catch 
up on his correspondence, which continues very 
heavy. His first visitors of the day comprised a 
patty of about 150 Republicans from Galesburg, 
Til, accompanied by a military band. Col. Clarke 
E. Carr and Congressman P. 8. Post headed the 
delegation. A drizzling rain having set in early, 
tmaaking it inconvenient for such a large party to 
reach tke MAarrison residence, the President- 
elect came down to the New Denison just before 
noon and received the visitors in the parlors of 


the hotel. There weré no speeches. Gen. Har- 
rison shook hands all around and was then ser- 
enaded. Shortly after this he returned home 
aud resumed work on his correspondence. 

At 8:30 to-night 59 members of the General 
Assembly Knights of Labor now in session 
here marched up tothe Harrison residence and 
congratulated the General on his election. 
Their reception was of the most informal 
character. Gen. Harrison did not know they 
were coming until a few moments before their 
arrival, Mra. Harrison was not present, hay- 
ing gone to the usual Thursday night prayer 
meeting. The other ladies of the family, Mra. 

cKee, Mrs. Russeli Harrison, Mrs. R. M. 
3rown, and Miss Strickle, were attending a 
family musicale at their sext door neighbor’s, 
Mr. John Shaw’s, so that Gen. Harrison and his 
stenographers were the only occupants of the 
lower room when the Knights of Labor called. 
After the Knights of Labor had retired the gen- 
tiemén of the press lingered, and made an effort 
to secure from the President-elect an expres- 
sion of some kind touching the reports pub- 
lished this morning emanating from New-York 
that he had written a ietter inviting a 
distinguished Republican to become Seo- 
retary of State of his coming Administration. 
All queries touching this subject were affaply 
parried by Gen. Harrison withjthe astuteness of 
a veteran lawyer. He wouldé neither aflirm nor 
deny any newspaper report or rumor touching 
himself or the natter of his prospective Cabinet. 
He could not take notice of such publications, 
= said; it was eut of the question for him to 

0 80. 

Chairman Huston returned home this even- 
ing, and when asked whether Indiana would 
be represented in the Cabinet replied: “ I can- 
not say. There 1s a great deal of talk about 
it, but I do not believe anybody speaks for 
Gen. Harrison, I see: that Mr. New, Mr. Mich- 
ner, and Gen. Wallape are mentioned for 
Cabinet positions. [ do not know that Mr. 
New cares for such a position. I have 
heard it said that he did not, but still, 1 do not 
know that the reportistrue. I do not believe 
that Mr. Michner expects to be in the Cab- 
inet. He has been elected Attorney-General, 
and it is hardly tikels hould think, 
that he would vacate the lice now, and, 
besides, he. may have reasons for 
not wanting to give up “his residence 
to go to Washington. As to Gen. Wallace, [ 
know that when he was approached with the 
suggestion that he should become a candidate 
for Governor, he very promptly declined to do 
it, and, as he is very much devoted to literary 
work, he probably doea not care to enter poli- 
tice.’

SENATOR VOORHEES ON THE 
OF EDUCATION. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 15.—Senator 
hees, in a long interview, has given his idea 
of what defeated the Democrats in the late elec- 
tion. He attributes the defeat to lack of time 
for properly educating the voters on the tariff 
issue. The workingmen of the cities, who have 
better facilities than the farmers to educate 
themselves on economic questions, understood 


the issue, and it is shown by the election returns 
that large gains were made in Indianapolis, 
Fort Wayne, Elkhart, Richmond, Peru, and 
Michigan City. In Terre Haute, he says, the 
Democratic gain would nave been 200 larger 
had it not been for the intimidation of the rail- 
road companies. ‘As we sustained our great- 
est losses,” he said, *‘in this and ether States in 
the agricultural districts it is apparent that our 
educating campaign was not inangurated in 
time to reach the class which would receive the 
— benefit from lower taxation—the farming 
class. 

The Senator asserts that the monopolists 
and manufacturers of the country furnished 
the Republican managers several million dol- 
lars to purchase votes in doubtful States. He 
is contident that a million was spent in In- 
diana. He says that ing Terre Haute the 
minimum price for votes was $15, and a case is 
Known where a man received $200 for his in- 
tluenee. As to the future, Senator Voorhees is 
quoted as saying: ‘** Whether the Repubiicans 

ass a tariff billor not, the fight for tariff re- 
orm will geon. We will continues to educate 
the masses until the people revolt against the 
Present iniquitous system of tarii? plunder 
as they revoltea against slavery, and make 
the monopolists cry out for terms as did 
the slave holder 80 years ago. Next Winter I 
propose to take the opportunity offered me by 
the Senate bill to discuss this issue,anda if [ 
cannot assist in educating the masses, at least 
I can educate myself. The party, though de- 
feated, is stronger, the issue is strenger, and 
the people are stronger of faith in the issue of 
tariff reform than at any time before elec- 
tien, and the educating campaign of 1892 is 
@pen, not to close till the reform has been ac- 
complished.” 

In regard to the adoption of a better system 
of election in this State Mr. Voorhees suid: “ It 
is absolutely necessary for the Legisiature to 
devise better laws to protect the ballot. Any 
system that may be approved by our people will 
recoive my hearty support.”’ 

Col. Matson, the defeated candidate for Gov- 
ernor, attributed the defeat to the intense en- 
thusiasm of the Republicans and tne use of 
money. The tariff issue, he thinks, helped the 
Democrats, and he regards It ‘‘as another pend- 
ing irrepressible conflict.” He said: *“ Ilexpect 
to live to see the day when few can be found to 
justify the use of the taxing power for private 
guins. There will be no backward step taken 
in this issue by the Democratic Party. The Re- 
publicans will not be able to redeem their 
promises, which have been too many and too 
great. They have excited the hopes of the sol- 
diers. The Eastern people wil) not stand ex- 
treme pension legislation. They can yet their 
hands into the Treasury in various ways—in ap- 
propriating for coast defenses, rivers and har- 
bors, gunboats, heavy ordnance, &e. Out here 
in the West we can get money out of the Treas- 
ury only through pensions. You will see that 
the soldiers will not get the rights which the Re- 
publicans have promised them, now:that they 
have full control of the Governinent.”’

Printed on dingy paper, they are about 
the poorest specimens of the engraver’s art 
that ever was seep. They represent George 
and Martha Washington, but they migot repre= 
sent any ene else for that matter, for they 
are hideous in the extreme. Yet these two 
prints, of no’ value as works of art, were 
sold at auction to-day for the round sum 
of $500, and the fortunate purchaser at that 

rice willhereafter bo the envy of every col- 
ector af Wasbingtonianain the land. The riv- 
alry for their possession was keen. There were 
bidders from Bosten, New-York, and Philadel- 
phja, and'on top of all was atelegraphic order 
troin New-York, received by the Messrs. Libbie 
& Co, this morning, to purchase them at any 
price. Kut thero was an uniimiied buyer in 
Boston also, and when $500 was reached the 
auctioneers did not dare go further on the 
strengthof the unlimited order. It would have 
been useless in any event, for the Bosien party 
was bound to have them. 

These portraits were the first of Washington 
executed by a professionalengraver in America, 
and were engraved by J. Norwan, and pub- 
lished in Boston in 1782. Of the Washington 
portrait only® one other copy is known 
to exist, and that, of course, is ‘not 
for sale. The portrait of Martha Washing- 
ton is believed to be absolutelyjunique; at least, 
if any other copy does exist, there is no 
record of the fact, although it was said at the 
sale to-day that a copy was in the possession of 
a well-known New-York collector.

* .- BROOKLYN STRIKE. 
OTOUS WORK OF THE EMPLOYES YES- 
Ve TERDAY AND MANY ARRES TS—CON- 
_ “WERENCES OF MEN AND OFFICIALS, 
AThe strike of the Brooklyn street-car em- 
oyes was ended at 1 o’clock thia morning. 
After two long conferences between the men 
Bnd tke representatives of their employers an 
G@micable agreement was reached, and the men 
‘will resume their work at the usual time to-day. 
‘The employes agree to leave the matter of the 
reinstatement of the discharged conductors and 
el) other questions affecting the employes to the 
State Board of Arbitration. 
“" There was trouble during the day in the tie- 
@p on the three Brookiyn surface roads owned 
@nd operated by the new Williamsburg and 
Flatbush Railroad Company. The situation be- 
came “ugly” as soon as daylight appeared, 
end before nightfall a numberof men had 
been wounded and several of the aggressive 
atrikers arrested. Police Inspectors Reilly and 
RMoLaughlin and Capts. Martin and Short were 
on duty all day, and were backed up by 300 
big policemen. Through their efforts the com- 
pany was enabled to send three cars over the 
Lee and Nostrand avenue road, but no attempt 
Was made to run a car on the Lorimer-street or 
North Second-street line. 
When Superintendent Harris reached his of- 
fice, at Park and Nostrand avenues, at 8 o’clock 


esterday morning, he found 30 men there anx- 

ous for work, and 150 policemen, under the 
eharge of Inspector McLaughlin, protecting 
ghem froma mob of 200 strikers. The appli- 
¢ants were taken into the stables, where agents 
of the Society for tne Prevention of Cruelty to 

imals were aJready busy feeding the half- 
starved horses. After their names and addresses 
bad been taken these men were ordered to board 
geome cars and get them to the ferry, but an in- 
vestigation showed that the strikers had made 
this impossible by tearing up the automatic 
switches and vlugging up the old ones with bits 
of iron and woed. Tney had also overturned 
three trucks, two wagous, and a dozen ash bar- 
Tels on the tracks, and it was decided to let the 
ears stay under their sheds. But the new men 
were bundled into a big feed wagon, and under 
an escort of police driven to the stables at the 
penitentiary, on Nostrand-avenue. The mob 
made arush forthe wagon and rained bricks 
upon it, but no one was injured. 

At the penitentiary Inspector Reilly had 150 
men and a squaa of 10 muunted officers, and at 
10:30 o’clock a car was sent out, with Driver 
Hoffman and Police Sergeant Sutton on the 
front platferm, two ofiicers inside, and two 
Maournted pelice riding alongside. No serious 
opposition was encountered until the Park-ave- 
nue stables were reached. There a mob of 500 
men and boys, one-third of whom were strikers, 
had gathered. They surged about the car, which 
had stopped, and threatened Driver Hoffman 
until he became frightened, and, whipping up 
his horses, went down toward the terry at 
@ great rae. At Flushing-avenue he ran 
against a Graham-avenue car, but did no 
damage. The strikers seized the horses 
mana rushed upon the car, but were at- 
tacked .by the police and ridden down by 
the mounted efficers. Ciubs fiew about in a 
Rively fashion, and half a dozen strikers came 
out ofthe fray with broken heads and bleeding 
faces. Sergt. Sutton, who stpod on the front 
platform of the car, was hit in the chest by a 
stone, which glanced off and struck Driver Hoff- 
man inthe cheek, laying it open from the eye 
to the neck. The police arrested Jeremiah 
Maher, “Ned” Reilly, William Fay, and Thomas 
Snyder, all conductors employed on the Nos- 
trand-avenue line. Reilly was armed with an 
ugly knife. From this point the car proceeded 
to the Broadway ferry and back to the stables 
without ensountering any more serious obstruc- 
tion than an occasional boulder, whieh was eas- 
ily relled out of the way. The strikers stood in 
groups along the line, but satisfied their desires 
tor revenge by calling out “Scab” and “Traitor.” 

A second car was sent out of the Crow Hill 
stables at 11:10 A. M. under Driver Torade and 
a@squad of pelice. A patrol wagon, in which 
were six officers, followed it. The police had to 
get out at Flusbing-avenue and charge into a 
crowd which bad begun to stone the ear. They 
arrested Patrick Fagan, a driver, and locked 
himinthe Sixteenth Precinct Station House. 
The reat of the trip to the ferry and return was 
uneventful. 

At1:300’clock a third car was dispatched. John 
Reilly was the driver, and he made the trip ia 
good time and without much annoyance. The 
police who accompanied this car nad to break 
up several crowds of strikers who threatened 
trouble. and in doing so arrested Thomas F. 
Donnelly, Edward Lafferty, and John McCarty, 
drivers on the Lorimer-street line. When this 
third car returned to the stables it was 4 o’clock, 
and it was decided to send no more cars out un- 
til to-day. Tbe stables were locked up, and 
after leaving a small guard to look after them, 
the police were dismissed. 

President Van Allen, Superintendent Harris, 
and the Executive Committee of District Assem- 
bly No. 75 held a conference at the Park-avenue 
office at 3 o’ciock yesterday afternoon, but 
reached no conclusion. The committee demand- 
ed the reinstatement of the two discharged con- 
duetors, the dismissai of Superintendent Harris, 
and « correction ot the other alleged vielations 
of their contract by the company. President 
Van Allen refused to discharge Mr. Harris er to 
reinstate the conductors, but agreed to see that 
no future vioiations of the contract occrrred, 
Andrew »D. Best, the Secretary of the commit- 
tee, at once withdrew and telegraphed for Labor 
Commissioner Donovan to come to Breoklyn at 
once. 

Arbitration Commissioner Donevan arrived 
in the city at nightfall and immediately began 
his efforts ot harmonizing matters. From 8 P. 
M. to 12:30 this morning he was in consulta- 
tion with the Directors of the road and the com- 
milttee representing the strikers. A settlement 
Was finally reached, and the men will go to work 
this morning. The question concerning the re- 
instatement of the two discharged conductors 
and the matters concerning the ayreement 
which the strikers claimed had been violated 
bg be decided by the State Board of Arbitra- 

ion. 

There was a rumor yesterday that there 
weuld be a tie-up on the Kroadway surface rail- 
road in this city. The men, however, said that 
they had no intention of striking, and would 
not go out unless they should be treated worse 
than they are now. AS to striktng outof sym- 
Pathy with the Brooklyn drivers, they do not 
think it would be wise or help anybody. Be- 
sides, the Brooklyn men belong to old District 
Assembly No. 75, while the New-York men 
joined the new National District Assembly No. 
226, and a strike by a single local assembly at- 
tached to the latter could not very well be de- 
clared without consultation between the two 
district assemblies. Master Workman James 
McGee, 1t was said, is away at the General As- 
sembly, at Indianapolis, and it is improbable 
that anything decisive will be done during his 
absenee. Superintendent Newell said that he 
had not heard of any trouble or dissatisfacton 
among the men. 





PRINCESS VIROQUA’S WORK. 

The Indian Princess Viroqua, otherwise 
the “Flower of the Mohawks,’’declivereda lecture 
yesterday afternoon, in the small hall of Ceoper 
Union, on the peculiarities and characteristics 
of her race, and the efforts that had been and 
were being made in Indian edueation and social 
improvement. She is a matronly-looking wom- 
an with a pleasant face and an engaging man- 
ner. Her personal appearance was specially at- 


tractive yesterday by reason of 3 costume ana 
headdress patterned after the fashion of the 
aristocrats of her tribe. The Princess speaks 
English fluently. She has heen in the city 
about three weeks, and in that time has vigor- 
ously pushed her mission for an Indian univer- 
sity to be erected in the suburbs ef Washington. 
She hepes to raise by donations aud subscrip- 


tions $3,000,00Q tor the werthy  enter- 
prise, and already has encouraging proem- 
lses. In Philadelphia last Summer she 


met Col. A. E. Jacques of London, an English 
millionaire, who pledged himseli to bequeath a 
third of the required amount necessary to estab- 
lish the university. He is going to write a let- 
ter In favor of the project, which she will make 
public. Mrs. Fannie Kelly of Washington has 
contributed $500, and Architect Howard of 
Washington has promised to prepare the plans 
and make aliberal donation. Senator Blair of 
New-Hampshire has promised to leok after the 
necessary legisiation. Mrs. Harriet Maxwell 
Converse, an adopted daughter of the Seneca 
tribe, and whose Indian pameis Ga-yali-nes-ha- 
oh, (the Bearer of the Law.) indorsed the state- 
ments of the Princess in regard to her missivn- 
ary work among the Indians.

There was no ap- 
parent reason ty the Alderman why Mr. Robin- 
son and Miss Wiuteriugnam should not be 
oined in wedlock.

eing well-te-do, in their ri<ht minds, and gave 
prompt and satisfactory replies to ail proper 
questions. The croom said he was 38 years okt, 
was a gentieman of leisure, had never been 
married before, and gave his residence as 309 
Douglass-street, Brooklyn.

FREE RAW MATBRIALS. 





DEMOCRATS NOT ALONE IN THE HOPE 
TO GET THEM. 

In the national political campaign just 
brought to a close the debate of the tariff 
question turned largely on the question of the 
importation of raw materials free of duty, and 
of these wool was the chief commodity in de- 
bate. The amount of information imparted to 
the public and the amount of misinformation 
quoted under the disguise of statistics was by 
far greater than in any proceding campaign, 
But if the public may not have a much clearer 
conception of the proposition involved in the 
question of free raw materials, some of the 
campaign orators, or ‘“spellbinders,” who have 
been compelled to study the question as well 
from the practical as the theoretical stand- 


point, have had their eyes opened to its press- 
ing importance. Now that the campaign is over 
there is some prospect that it may be considered 
from the business aspect without involving the 
suspicion that there is any treasonable * British 
free trade” involved in it. One of the Republic- 
an “spellbinders’’ seut out by the County Com- 
mittee who was to speak at a meeting at Third- 
avenue and Fifty-ninth-street just before elec- 
tion week, said to a TIMES reporter that the Re- 
publican defense of the tariff on raw wool was 
the weakest point in the party’s position. And 
if within the next feur years the Republican 
Party should not put raw materials used in 
American manufactures on the free list, wool 
include, he wouid not be among its supporters 
at the next election. 

There Is every reason to believe that the light 
of reason had broken in upon the intellects of 
many more of those who earnestly investigated 
the matver, and that within the ranks of the Re- 
publican voters were thousands who hoped and 
now expect that the party will reform tue tariff 
when it obtains a majority in Congress. 

The. benetits of free raw materials to the 
manufacturing and export trades is illustrated 
by the export tradeiu cottons. Cotton is pro- 
duced in more than sufficient quantity in Amer- 
icu for the supply of all home manufacturing 
industries, and, although there is a considerable 
difference between American and European 
wages, there isa considerable export trade done 
in the coarser grades to China and Africa and 
India and South America. Last year there were 
60,000 bales of sheetings worth $3,000,000, and 
30,000 bales of drillings, worth $1,350,000, ex- 

orted to China, and to the othercountries near- 

y as much mere, and this in the face of active 

competition with England and Germany in the 
same lines of goods and in the face of obstacles 
of transportation, exchange, and insurance that 
no other manufacturing country had to contend, 
with. 

Several of the larger mills in the country are 
paying special attention to the export trade 
and are selling the greater part of their product 
abroad. Among these are the Pepperell Mills 
at Biddeford, Me.; the Massachusetts Mills at 
Lowell, Mass.; the Indian Head Mills of the 
Jackson Company at Nashua, N. H.; the Willis- 
ton Mills of Georgia, the Clifton Mills at Clif- 
ton, 8. C., and the Piedmont Mills at Piedmont, 
8. Cc. Jnustnow the export trade in cottons is 
rather dul! owing to the high prices prevailing 
in the domestie market. The trade is carried on 
through some half dozem houses in this city en- 
gaged in the Chinese trade, about an equal num- 
ber in the African, and two principal houses— 
William R. Grace & Co. and Neuss, Hesslein & Co. 
—in the South American trade, and a few others. 
But for the absenee of direet lines of transpor- 
tation, this trade would be very much greater. 

Cne of the representatives in this city of 
some of the mills mentioned said toa TIMES 
reporter yesterday that if wool were placed 
upon the free list there would be no doubt of a 
large increase in the export trade of the coun- 
try. The woolen manufacturers would con- 
sume vastly larger quantities of the raw mate- 
rial, and, instead of getting it as at present from 
I :adon, it would be brought direct from South 
Awerica, Australia, and Africa, and the ships 
engaged in the trade would return freightea 
with American manufactures. This would lead 
naturally to the establishing of permanent lines 
of transportation between this country and the 
markets mentioned and the founding of such 
forwarding, banking, and insurance companies 
in Awmerica as would be necessary for the 
transaction of a large business. Then the 
money expended in transportation, insurance, 
exchange, and brokerage would go to Amer- 
icans and remain in the country instead of 
going, as at present, to swell the profits of 
foreigners. No one would sutfer by the removal 
of the duty on wool, not eyen the Ohio wool 
growers, Who profess to be so anxious that the 
duties shall be maintained and increased. Their 
entire product would -still be consumed, and as 
much more aa they could produce, while the 
possible decrease of 3 or 4 cents a pourrd at the 
utmost would be more than made up by the 
decreased cost of the manufactured article to 


them.

EXPENSIVE FOREIGN MISSIONS. 
The General Missionary Committee of the 
Methedist Episcopal Church, whieh is holding 
sessions at St. Paul’s Church,in Fourth-avenue, 
made little progress yesterday with the work of 
making appropriations for .the missions under 
its charge. The difficulty is the necessity of 


cutting them down as compared with the ap- 
propriatieus of former years, as contributions 
are not likely to be as large as usual. 

This year the distribution is made upon, a 
basis of $1,100,009 for all the expenses of mis- 
sionary work. A reduction of 15 per cent. was 
made yesterday. Upper India was given 
$70,000, South India ‘$21,000, Bengal Mission 
$18,300, and Malayan Missions $6,500. An 
efter of an English lay preacher to pay one-half 
the expenses of a missionary toe a section of 
country notfar from Delhi, if the Methodists 
would pay the other half, was settled by an 
oifer from the Rev. Mr. Grant, who promised to 
furnish the required half in bebalf of the Meth- 
odists.

A SUIT BEGUN AGAINST GEORGE, I. 
SENEY AND SAMUEL SHETIUAR. 

George I. Seney and Samuel Shethar are 
the defendants in the Supreme Court, Special 
Term, before Judge O’Brien, in a suit brought 
by Davia H. Gould, charging them with the 
wrongful diversion of funds placed in their 
hands in 1881 for the construction of the River 
Division of the (second) Ohio Central Railroad 
Company. The trial was begun yesterday 
morning, and is likely to last the rest of the 
week. Oliver P. Buel and G. M. Harwood are 
counsel for the plaintiff, and John W. Simpson, 
Charles Thatcher, ex-Judge Ashbei Green, and 
Fisher A. Baker are counsel for the defendants. 

The Ohio Central Railroad Company is now, 
by foreclosure sale in 1885, the Toledo and 
Ohio Central Railway Company, the main line 
running from Toledo to Corning, Ohio. The 
River Division, running from Corning to 
Charleston, West Va., including the bridge 
overthbe Ohio at Point Pleasant, is now the 
Kanawha and Ohio Railway Company, likewise 
by foreclose sale. In 1881 Mr. Beney, who was 
the magnate of the Onio Central, wished to ex- 
tend its operations by constructing the River 
Division. People interested in the line, like 
Mr. Gould, were asked for money with which to 
do it, and they subscribed $5,000,000 and 


placed itin the hands of Mr. Seney and Mr. 
Shethar to be used for that purpose. AS 


security they received $4,000,000 | first 
mortgage bonds and $4,000,000 second 
mortgage bonds of the ndn-existing 


road. Mr. Gould charges that. for one thing, 
Messrs. Seney and Shethar issued $5,000,000 tirst 
morvgage bonds instead of $4,000,000, and by 
disposing of the extra million greatly dimin- 
ished the value of their. seeurity; for another 
thing, that Messrs. Seney & Shethar wrongfully 
used $1,250,000 of the $5,000,000 which was 
placed in their hands, in aloan to the Richmond 
and Alleghany Railroad Company, in whieh 
they were financially interested. 

Itis admitted that Messra. Seney and Shethar 
received bonds of the Richmend and Alleghany 
as security for this money, and that they ex- 
pected that the road would be conselidated 
with the Ohio Central system. But Mr. Gould 
asserts that the security was lost by the subse- 
quent failure—in 1885—of Mr. Seney and the 
Metropolitan Bank, with which the bonds had 
been deposited, and that the consolidation 
never took piace. Mr. Gould aiso claims that 
$500,000 was improperly used in an advance to 
the first Ohid Central Railroad Company for 
a redemption of some bonds, 

The witnesses for the plaintiff yesterday were 
Eugene R. Leland and John 8. Stanton. There 
was also a large amount of documentary testi- 
mony. Inthe afternoon awritten agreement 
was produced purporting to be datea July 1, 
1881, which permitted, prior to the subscription 
of the $5,000,000, of its application substan- 
tially asit was applied by the syndicate com- 
mittee. It turned out upon examination that 
the water markon the paper was 1882, a year 
later than the written date of the agreement. 
The plaintiff thereupon claimed that the agree- 
ment was an aiterthought. The defendants as- 
serted that the agreement was made only at 
the date upon the paper, but admitted that it 
was not reduced to writing until afterward. 

Mr. Gould himself only subscribed $26,000 of 
the $5,000,000, but he sues in behalf of all other 
subscribers as welt as himself.

WORK. 


THE CANVASS OF THE CITY VOTE—A 
SURPRISE FOR SOME TAMMANY MEN. | 
The work of canvassing the vote of this 

city has never been done before as rapidly as it 

has been done this year. It will be completed 
to-night. It has been harder thanin any other 
year, made so by the vast number of ‘ split” 
tickets, and tickets prepared in pursuance of 

‘*deals,’”’ but the canvagesers have been diligent 

to an extraordinary cegree. On Tuesday, when 

they began theirtask, they were able to canvass 
the returns from only 112 election districts. 

The next day they increased the number to 214, 

and yesterday they completed 281 districts, 

making 607 altogether, and leaving them 

249 districts to go over to-day. They will 


undoubtedly be through by ‘10 o’clock to- 
night. For this rapid disposition of a 
tedious duty praise is conspicuously due to 
Aldermen Dowling, Storm, and Conkling, and 
Deputy County Clerk Gilroy. Although beaten 
atthe recent election Alderman Dowling has 
devoted all his time for the past three days 
either to reading out the figures or to watching 
that they were read correctly. At the special 
request of the County Clerk and some of his 
fellow-canvassers be will read the votes of 
several of the districts, as he has shown remark- 
able quickness in noting the figuros and clear- 
ness in calling them out. 

It will surprise the voters of the Nineteenth 
Assembly District to learn to-day that the 
board eompleted the canvass of its vote last 
night. They expected that it would not be 
begun until to-day. It will also pain many of 
them, who are in sympathy with Tammany 
Hall and who have bet largely on the Alder- 
manic contest, that John Carlin, a candi- 
date whose new-made suit of Republican- 
ism does not fit him well, has beaten their 
favorite, Cornelius Daly. Carlin has a plu- 
rality of 626 votes over Daly. About $20,000 
will change hands on this discovery, so certain 
were the Tammany men that a recent convert 
to the Republican Party could not defeat a 
stanch Democrat in the district. But there 
has been a big influx of new voters into the 
Nineteenth. 

The Canvassers’ Committee en Corrected Re- 
turns will meet at noon to-day and catechise 
the inspectors of election who got too tired on 
election night to write down all the necessary 
tigures in their returns, or who sent in mixed 
figures for the confusion of the canvassers, 
All these returns having been put into proper 
shape and Accountant Outwater having made 
the necessary footings, the entire Board of Can- 
vassers Will meet to-morrow and sign the cer- 
tificates showing the resuits of the count. On 
Monday the results will be formally declared,

AN OFFENSIVE PARTISAN. 

It seems unlikely that Albert G, C. Saxton 
will go back to his position in the Custom 
House. He has been a clerk in charge of the 
force of liquidators for 10 years. Itis charged 
that he took an extremely active part in the 
last campaign. He is charged with having 
made the remark that he ** would, if necessary, 
shoulder a musket to prevent Cleveland’s in- 
auguration in case Of his re-election.” It is said 
atthe Custom House that he has been absent 
from duty since Oct. 15, 

Last Tuesday he returned, but was suspendea 
pending an investigation. A still more serious 
charge against Saxton is that he openly ap- 
proved the murderous assault made on Sur- 
veyor Beattie by Louis Bierral, a fermer In- 
spector at Castle Garden, on Nov. 1, 1886. 
Saxton will probably be dismissed in a day 
or 80.

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PAYING RAISED CHEOKS.

TH MAN WHO PAYS MUST LOSE HIS 
MONEY, 

Judge David McAdam has rendered a de- 
cision in the case of William W. Flannigan 
against the National Bank of Dover, N. J., that 
relates to the negotiation of raised checks. On 
April 21, 1883, one M. R. Ford applied to and 
obtained from the National Bank of Dover a 
draft on the National Broadway Bank for $8 50. 
Ford, or some one in his interest, then added a 
“*y” to the eight in the body of the check, and a 


naught between the 8” and the “5” numerals, 
making itappear asa draft for $80 50. In this 
condition he presented the check to Flannigan, 
and was paid in good faith the raised amount. 
When Fiannigan presented the check to the 
National Breadway Bank the Paying Teller sus- 
pected an alteration and refused to honor the 
draft. Fiannigan then sued to recover the 
$80 50 from the National Bank of Dover. 

Judge McAdam decided in favor of the de- 
fendant, and his decision amounts tothis: In 
determining which of the two innocent per- 
song, the plaintiff or defendant, must suffer by 
the fraudulent act of Ford, the payee of the 
draft, itis held that the duty of ascertaining 
the genuineness of all parts of the check or 
draft (except the signature of the drawer) de- 
volves upon the holder and that the drawer of 
a billis presumed to know oniy the handwrit- 
ing of the drawer, and this he cannot, after 
payment, dispute to the prejudice of the holder 
to whem the payment has been made, The de- 
fendant drew a check for $8 50 and exercised 
all reasonable care both in the writing of the 
body of the check ana the numerals. There 
Was no negligence in any particular on the part 
of the defendant. With the plaintiff 1t was dif- 
ferent. He paid to Ford the $80 50 without 
taking the precaution to ascertain whether or 
not the check was genuine fim all its parts, and 
therefore must suffer for his negligence. 

In concluding his decision Judge McAdam 
says: “In the presentinstance Ford was clothed 
with no authority whatever by the defendant; 
it confided nothing to him, and he had no more 
right to alter the completely filled up draft 
which he purchased from it than he would have 
had to alter one of its bank bills by making it 
$50 instead of a $5, for the draft given to him 
was as completely an executed contract when 
he received it as the promise to pay contained 
in the ordinary bank notes issued by a bankipg 
institution.” Judge McAdam maintains that 
where an instrument has once been effectually 
anuulled by forged alterations it cannot receive 
vitality and life by mere transfer to an innoeent 
purchaser. 
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PITLA BLE CONDITION OF A FAMILY 
FROM THE FEVER DISTRICT. 

Some people who did not appear to have 
received much substantial benetit from the re- 
lief funds subscribed for the Florida fever suf- 
ferers arrived from Jacksonville yesterday and 
were taken charge of by the Castle Garden au- 


thorities. They were all members of one farnily 
and were Mary McEwan, Mrs. Hanora McEwan, 
and her three children, aged respectively 3 
years, 2 years, and 10 months. 

Mrs. McEwan is about 35 years old. Her tale 
was a most pitiful one, giving the experience of 
ene who evidently has had a fearfully intimate 
acquaintance with the dread scourge of yellow 
fever. She says that the little family party ar- 
rived here on tbe steamship Egypt May 21. Her 
husband was then with them, and they started 
with the brightest prospects for Fiorida. They 
went to what proved to be the hotbed of the 
fever, Jacksonville, and there they met their 
misfortunes. The fever was fatal only with 
Mrs. McEwan’s husband,-who died two months 
ago. The Relief Committee then took charge of 
the family, and as soon as possible they were 
torwarded to New-York, totally destitute of 
means, Fortwo weeks after leaving Jackson- 
ville they were held in quarantine, and arrived 
here yesterday in @ most pitiable state of desti- 
tution. ‘he clothing of all tive was miserable 
in the extreme, and the ehildren were suffering 
so from hunger that their cries were heartrend- 
ing. The Commissioners of Emigration at once 
sent the family to Ward’s Island, where they 
will be temporarily cared for.
